WILLIS GETS HIMSELF DISLIKED, 


His Actions in Honolulu Are Displeasing 
to the Administration. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Dec. 9.—[Special. ]— 
Minister Willis is in disfavor with the admin- 
istration. Thescraps of news received di- 
rectly and by way of New Zealand show clear- 
ly that he has virtually established a dictator- 
ship, going even beyond a pretectorate. The 
State Department officials would not believe 
the first reports of Wiilis’ declarations about 
what he would and would not permit. Now 
they are satisfied that he was correctly repre- 
sented, and they don’t know how far he may 
have committed them. No allowance: is

ALTGELD BOOM FAILS 


GERMANIA OLUB OANNOT BE MADE 
A DEMOORATIO MAOHINE. 


Attempt Is Made by Some Members to 
Aggrandize the Governor=The Scheme 
Is Promptly Suppressed and a Portrait 
of Altgeld, Which Was to Have Been a 
Main Feature of the Pian, Creates an 
Open RuptureeMembers Threaten to 
Resign,” but, Peace Is Patched Up. 


Pardons and politics have caused a ferment 
in the Germania club, the outcome of which 
remains to be seen. The pardons referred to 
are those granted the Ararchists by his 
Excellency John P. Altgeld, Governor of 
Illinois and member of the Germania club. 
Diverse stories are told about the matter, but 
all agree that Gov. Altgeld was the funda- 
mental cause of the trouble. One result 
of the disdgreement was that Gov. 
Altgeld, Dr. Emil Richter, the  repre- 
sentative of the German World’s Fair 
Commissioners, and Carl Buenz, German 
Consul at Chicago, three ef the five men who 
had been announced to make speeches at the 
twenty-eighth anniversary banquet of the 
club last night were conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. The affair furnished the topic for by 
far the greater part of the conversation at the 
club-house the whole of.the evening. 

If the word of some of the members of the 
club is to be taken. a seandai of large propor- 
tions has been stirred up in the club by an at- 
tempt to turn the organization into a Demo- 
cratic machine to help drum, up voters 
for the coming election. As the club 
is a strictly social coneern in which the men- 
tion of politics is forbidden, and as a decided 
majority of the members are furthermore 
gtanch Republicans some adroit maneuvering 
would be required to do this. The plan hit 
upon by the Democrats who concocted the 
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scheme, so it is alleged by the. members re- 
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always been such. Its members have no in- 
tention. as far as.J know, to make ita polit- 
ical organization. For my part if it was 
made such I could not consistentlyremain a 
mem ber.”’ | 

‘* There is no political significance attached 
to the incident,” said President Edward Koch. 
“We do not know Democrats or Republicans 
here. We do not ask a man his politics; we 
select for our speakers men we know. can 
make good speeches. This is in to sense a 
political club, and it never will be.. We are 
not even allowed to talk polities. in the 
club-house. Qur statutes. forbid it, 
As to the report that the directory passed a 
resolution refusing to accept the pieture, that 
is absolutely without foundation. The report 
that the Governor has been black-listed for 
non-payment of dues is nonsense, It is true 
there has been some opposition to'the -accept- 
ance of the picture. but it came mein- 
bers who are never here, so that in reality there 
has been no opposition.” 

Adolf Sturm, who threatened to resign with 
Mr. Henrici, said: **We did nipt resign be- 
cause we got our own way. People do not re- 
sign when they have their way, Yes, there 
was trouble over the picture. The directors 
refused to accept it, then reconsidered their 
action when we had threatened to resign.”’ 

Washington Hesing said: “+I cannot find 
words strong enough to deounce the in- 
justice, the impudence, and th@ indecency of 
those of the Board of Durecters who voted 
against the acceptance of the portrait.

Three men boarded a crowded Ogden 
avenue car attached to a Madison street cable 
late last night and robbed the passengers of 
diamonds, watches, and other jewelry that 
could’ be secured without making their 
object apparent. They entered the 
car at Aberdeen street, and started to push 
their way to the front. The aisle was full of 
standing passengers, which made their bold 
work successful and prevented detection be- 
fore they could be secured; As they jostled 
the people aside they took whatever jewelry 
was in evidence, but so distracted the general 
attention to their efforts to get ‘through that 
no one noticed the loss. When they reached 
the front of the car they opened the car and 


The car had gone an- 
other block before any alarm 
was given. Then one man shouted 


out that he had been robbed of a diamond pin 
valued at $250, and said he believed the men 
who had passed through the car were the rob- 
bers. His outcry was soon followed by others 
of a similar nature and in a few ‘minutes a 
total loss had been jiscovered in various arti- 
cles of jewelry and purses representing hun- 
dreds of dollars. Some of the men jumped 
olf the car to give chase, but the robbers had 
disappeared.

The fact that no wordof any outbreak 
hae been received from either Yokohama or 
New Zealand seems toindicate thatthe status 
quo was preserved after the arrival of the 
Gresham repért- ‘This*is the best evidence 
that could possibly-be given of the strength 
and firmness of the provisional government. 
That the royalists would not attempt the 
restoration of the monarchy without the 
armed support of the United States navy 
seems clear, It isan open question how far 
Willis had gone towards communicating his 
instructions to the Queen. The administra- 
tion has been willing to have it believed that 
he did not go shead with the restoration pro- 
gram because the Queen was unwilling to be 
put back, unless she could be permanently pro- 
tected by the superior authority of the United 
States, or could compromise her claims 
for - $500,000. It is certain that 
Willis had a double set of § creden- 
tiais, but there are some reasons for 
doubting whether he actually presented 
those addressed to the Queen. It is more 
likely the Minister simply communicated in- 
formally with the Queén’s supporters, and 
proceeded in the intrigue to undermine the 
provisional government. If this be so, it will 
be a spectacle for the civilized world to see 
the American Minister, with every profession 
of friendship on his lips for President Dole, 
secretly intriguing with the Queen. 

The utter lack of moral sense which the 
State Department has shown in dealing with 
the Hawaiian question makes it impossible

Lanoir Is Positively Identified, 

Lenoir is an engraver. Some spectators 
positively recognized Lenoir as the thrower.

Some of his companions 
were detained. A inan who was wounded on the 
forehead states that he saw somebody 
close to him rise and throw something, and 
almost instantly he was struck on the head 
and blood began flowing from his eyes, pre- 
venting his seeing more. Two other specta- 
tors say that the » aor was wounded on the 
arm. QOneofthem says that the thrower’s 
arm was severed from his body and fell to the 
ground floor. 

The physicians attending the injured say 
the wounds are very diverse in character, in- 
ga injuries af the face, chest, hands, and 
egs. 


IS ANARCHY’S MOST INSOLENT BLOW. 


Firing of the Bomb in the Chamber Will 
Strengthen the New Ministry. 
ISPECTAL CABLE.! 

Paris, Dec. 9.—[Copyright, 1893, by the 
Sun Publishing company.}|—Anarchy has 
struck its most insolent blow in Paris. It 
fired a bomb in the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties this afternoon. About 300 members 
were in their seats and the galieries were filled. 
The House was engaged in routine business 
when, just at 4 o’clock, a few caught sight of 
sonicthing falling from the upper gallery to 
the right of the President. Just before this 
thing touched the floor there was a_ thunder- 
ous explosion. Fora moment the air was 
filled with flying particles, then a cloud of 
dust andsmoke obséured everything. Loud 
cries of pain and terror arose in all parts of 
the House and there followed a frantic rush of 
1,000 persons flying from they knew not 
what. 

During the great confusion which followed 
no one could be found able to identify posi- 
tively the thrower of the bomb. The officers 


‘were confident the miscreant had not had an 


opportunity to escape and they carefully ex- 
amined all of the hundreds of men and women 
before allowing them to depart. Three of the 
number were detained eventually, but at this 
hour no direct evidence implicates those 
under suspicion. In the meantime those in- 
jured had been removed to committee rooms, 
and their wounds were being dressed by sev- 
eral physicians who had been suin:noned. 

The effects of this last outrage will be im- 
mediately felt throughout Europe. It will 
force prompt adoption of the most drastic 
international measures for the expulsion of 
Anarchists from society. France has been for 
some weeks on the point of proposing that the 
powers energetically codéperate to this end. No 
one doubts that some plan of this nature will 
now be carried out. ven England may be 
induced to take active part in such an inter- 
national program, 

Will Strengthen the Ministry's Hands. 

Paris is in a perfect fury of indignation to- 
night, andifit knew how to get its hands 
upon the representative of the Anarchists the 
populace would show its temper by extreme 
measures. The effect of the outrage upon the 
political situation in France will be impor- 
tant. It has been felt fora day or two that 
the new Cabinet would be in serious danger 


| on Monday when the Socialists will make an 


interpellation proposing a commission of in- 
quiry into the recent coal strikes at Pas de 
Calais. 

Premier Casimir-Perier’s declaration of 
policy early in thé week, while in the same 
line as Dupuy’s, was felt to be somewhat 
more conciliatory in tone to Socialists and 
Radicals, Stilla prominent Socialist deputy 
was heard to remark in the lobby of the 
chambers tonight that if the Premier had 
treated his party that liberally the bomb 
would not have been thrown. It is hardly 
reasonable, ‘however, to assume the miscreant 
had any confederates among the deputies 
themselves, for most of the Socialists were in 
the place when the explosion occurred. 

It does not seem possible that the outrage 
can fail to,afrengthen the hands of<the gov- 
ernment alfong the Deputies, and especially 
if.it has sufficient sense and courage to take 
aneven mére uncompromising attitude to- 
ward socialism. Casimir-Perier is credited 
above all things with courage, so that no one 
fears.weakness on his part. 


THREATENS CONTINENTAL a | 


Asquith’s Antagonistic Attitude to the An- 
archists Draws It Out,

DYNAMITE FOUND IN A BARGE,

The Student to Whom It Was Addressed 
Tells of His Plot, : 

Berti, Dec. 9.—Mail advices from St. 
Petersburg report the discovery of a large 
quantity of dynamite ona barge in the Neva 
the night of Dec. 5. The barge, which was 
carrying building timber, was suspected by 
the police and was stopped and searched. 
Three boxes of the explosive were tound con- 
cealed under the timber. The skipper and 
crew were arrested. A medical student, to 
whom the dynamite was addressed, was capt- 
ured later. He had in his possession a num- 
ber of anti-dynastic documents. When 
flogged he confessed that he had proposed 
making bombs with which to make an at- 
tetnpt on the life of the Czar while out on his 
daily drive. A number of supposed accom- 
plices were arrested, arnong them being sever- 
al women and army officers. 


BARCELONA ANARCHISIS ARRESTED, 


Italian and French Residents Charged with 
Complicity in Plots. 
Bareretona, Dec. 9.—The correspondent in 
this city of the Secolo of Milan, Italy, was ar- 
rested last night, owing to the fact that his 
name appeared in the recently seized Anarch- 
ists’ lists. The police aiso possess some of 
his compromising letters. He is secretary of 
the Italian colony in Barcelona, and has been 
most active in furthering Italian interests. 
Juan Liansado, a Frenchman, has also been 
arrested on the charge of bemg an Anarchist. 
A number of explosives were found 
in his possession. The activity of the police 
is restoring confidence. It has been discov- 
ered that one of the Anarchists arrested at 
Sabadel yesterday sent a letter to his wife 
telling her and their son to do their duty on 
the day of triumph, It is believed that the 
letter refers to a proposed explosion. 
Brussecs, Dec. 9.—During the perform- 
ance last nightin a theater inthis city of 
Ibsen’s ** Enemy of the People,” the people 
in the galleries became intensely excited and 
started rioting, Some of them sang the Mar- 
seillaise, and when the police started to quell 
the disturbance a free fight occurred.

THE NEWSPAPER PECKSNIFF. 


Forgets Grave Offenses of Its Own, but Re- 
bukes the Imaginary Misconduct of An- 
other. 

From a hasty reading of a leading article 
in the columns of the undisputed Jim Crow 
journal of Chicago—whose other name Tus 
Trrpune does not recall—it appears that vio- 
lence has been done to the feelings of that 
paper. Its moral sensibilities have been 
rudely shocked. It has heard of a good doc- 
tor of divinity who had “speculation in his 
eye’’ and whose venturé in the book-publish- 
ing business is ely to be interfered. with. 
So the Jim Crow newspaper says the person 
who has interfered with the doctor of divinity 
is a ‘*‘ pirate’? and his publication is * pirat- 
ical,”’ 

If the publication complained of is truly 
piratical it can be stopped by law. If any 
man has infringed upon another’s copyright 
there must be a remedy in the courts. But if 
there is no such infringement and no such 
remedy there clearly is no “ piracy,”’ and the 
use of the word in this connection is -bun- 
combe—froth, fume, and fury—signifying 
nothing. 


It is a pity the Jim Crow journal should be | 


so highly sensitive about the business of 
other people and not so sensitive about its 
own methods, A week ago the business-man- 
ager of that paper forged—deliberately and 
willfully forged—and falsely imputed to a 
well-known publisher of this city an adver- 
tisement that the latter never saw nor heard 
of until it appeared in the columns of the 
newspaper th@t printed it. The name of the 
publisher was given at the beginning and the 
end of the advertisement, and it was spread 
before the public as an authentic utterance 
from him, yet hedeclared the moment he saw 
it in the newspaper and afterwards reiterated 
over his own signature that it was an absolute 
invention, a rank imposture, a wicked and 
malicious forgery from beginning toend. A 
man who committed an offense of this nature 
in England would be liable toftine and im- 
prisonfment, and in this country heavy dam- 
ages might be recovered from him if the 
aggrieved person chose to press the matter in 
the courts. 

But this is not the only instance of the 
moral obliquity of the Jim Crow newspaper. 
Only a short time ago it accepted eagerly and 
printed several full-page. advertisements of 
the so-called Guarantee Investment company,. 
whose officers have lately been sentenced in 
the United States District Court to fine and 
imprisonment. The newspaper knew when it 
accepted those advertisements that they were 
fraudulent and intended to swindle the public; 
it knew that they were offered to and refused 
by Tue Trisuneg, although they represented a 
large.sum of money; it knew that Tue Trib- 
unE had been approached by every possible 
form of solicitation to give countenance to 
this’ infamous successor of ‘* Fund W”’; it 
knew that Tue Trisuye had been threatened 
with libel suits by the managers of the Guar- 
antee Investinent company and tempted by 
bribes, but thatit could not be bought, bullied, 
coaxed, oF bribea iato silence, and that 
never “let up” on the scoundrels 
till it had them convicted and 
sentenced to jail. Yet during all this long 
and expensive contest there never was a 
moment when the Jim Crow paper was not 
holding out its itching palms to be tickled by 
a share of the plunder realized from innocent 
and unsophisticated victims of the Guarantee 
Investment company; and it seldom had tu 
itch in vain. 

A third example of the rascally methods 
pursued by the newspaper referred to is to be 
found in the establishment in its own 
office of an alleged _‘‘employment. bn- 
reau,” where poor persons out of work— 
and the number of them at present is un- 
usually large—are systematically taken in and 
fleeced. Tue Trrsunz has received a num- 
ber of cormiplaints in regard to this alleged 
‘Bureau.’ The practice is to advertise for 
‘Help Wanted,” and on applica- 
tion being made for employment 
to shove in the face of the applicant a card, 
telling him that he must pay a fee of $1 be- 
fore he can have any information whatever. 
Many. of the pretended advertisements for 
‘*Heip Wanted” are spurious; and ail the 
methods of the bureau are so tricky, dishon- 
est, and heartless that no man of good feel- 
ing could countenance chein for a moment, 

The concern that forges advertisements, 
takes money from the Glcrantee Investment 
company, and maintains a bogus employ- 
ment bureau will need to patch its own 
ragged business methods before it can safely 
undertake to instruct others in the ethics of 
honorable journalisni.

HER DRAMATICSTORY 


WHAT MRS) POY SAW AND HEARD 
OF THE ORONIN MURDER. 


Only a Part of Her Narrative Is to Be Ad- 
mitted In Evidence, and Even That Is 
to Be Objected To on the Plea That the 
Woman Is Demented=The Career of 
Herself and Husband and Their Part 
in the Closely Woven Conspiracy~How 
the Plot Matured. 


While the entire statement made by Mrs. 
Andrew Foy on the subject of the Cronin 
murder conspiracy may not be admissible as 
evidence in the trial of Dan Coughlin, there 
s no part of it which is not full of interest. 
The fact that much of what she has to tell is 
only hearsay in no wise detracts from that in- 
terest, since it fills in those details of the his- 
tory of the crime which the circumstances she 
may be permitted to disclose under 
oath would leave unex plained. It 
is understood the theory of the 
defense will be that Mrs. Foy is a crazy 
woman who cannot be relied on to give true 
testimony. If so the court will be obliged to 
determine that question or the part of her 
story which bears directly on what she saw. 

The woman who tells this extraordinarystory 
is now about 40 years old. Liké her husband 
she is Irish by birth, being a native of the 
County Mayo. She has had fifteen children, 
of whom only six are alive. Two of these 
are boys. All sharq their mother’s views 
upon the Cronin murder; they think it wasa 
dastardly crime committed against an inno- 
cent man for the purpose of covermg 
up a previous crime. The fam- 
ily inherits no criminal instincts 
and has nota particle of natural sympathy 
with crime in any form. Both Foy and his 
wife belong to *‘ decent’”’ families in the old 
country—to people who, having lived for gen- 
erations in the same locality in good repute, 
value their good name more highly than any- 
thing else in life. Mrs, Foy’s family, the Mc- 
Laughlins, were in better circumstances than 
her husband’s, and she isa fairly well edu- 
cated woman. She is deeply religious, and her 
husband, up to the time of the murder, 
was an exemplary member. of the Catholic 
Church, Since then he has shunned the 
church and become intemperate; but fallen 
as he is from what he was he is above the sus- 
picion of having taken part in the conspiracy 
from a sordid or corrupt motive. 


No Sordid Motive for Foy, 


Fanatical love of Ireland and fanatical 
hatred of what he and others were led to be- 
lieve was treason to Ireland, supplied him 
with the only stimulus that could 
have moved him ‘to . sanction such a 
deed. He has never received 4 
single cent in his greatest need from those 
who are charged with instigating him to 
crime. He has passed through rough times 
since the night of May 4, 1889. A brick- 
layer by trade, he has been often cut of work, 
and having become intemperate, found him- 
self badly provided against mischances; but 
even when his children wanted food and fire 
in the winter he has sought no aid 
nor accepted any from those who would 
have given lavishly. From the point 
of view even of the most aggrieved friend of

Later on he removed to Belfast and while 
there his zeal in the cause won him such 
high esteem that he was appointed organizer 
of the brotherhood for the Province of Ulster. 
In that capacity he gave satisfaction, and 
when early in the last decade he came to 
America he bore with him the good wishes of 
all the Fenians he had ever met. He came 
to New York provided with letters of intro- 
duction from Nationalistsin Ireland to several 
men in the Irish-American movement in the 
East and to one ortwoin Chicago as well. 
Ultimately he decided to settle in Chicago, 
where he was warmly welcomed. He entered 
Camp 96 of the Clan-na-Gael—the same 
which has since beeome notorious 
as Camp 20, and which is now. registered on 
the shortening muster-roll of the triangle or- 
ganization as Camp 12. His character soon 
brought him into prominence in Clan-na-Gael 
circles. About that period—1881 or 1882— 
the tirst quarrel between the Irish organiza- 
tion and the triangle Executive began. From 
the beginning Foy strongly sided with the 
triangle, coutrary to the almost invariable 
rule among Clan-na-Gael men _ recently 
from Ireland. Such men were usually 
the bitterest enemies of the triangle 
in all its struggles and the 
unanimous voice of the home organization 
has pronounced emphatically against the 
murderers and all who aredirectly or in- 
directly responsible for the efforts made for 
years past to cloak the murder. Foy has 
therefore broken with every friend whose 
good will he would have valued in former 
times, and though he holds doggedly to the 
party he threw in his lot with it is suspected 
he has no illusions whatever as to their 
worthiness as Irish Nationalists. 


Mrs. Foy’s Narrative. 


Mrs. Foy’s narrative begins with the early 
part of the year 1889, wheu Martin Burke, 
Cooney “the Fox,’* Joe McKenna, and others 
called repeatedly at the house where the Foys 
then lived, on Oak street near Market. When- 


ever they called they inguired not for An- 


drew Foy but for Daniel Coughlin. Soon 
these persuns and Coughlin began to hold 
private meetings in the house. At some of 
these meetings Foy was present; at others he 
was not. They did not mind whether 
he was in the house or not. When- 
ever the conspirators came they took 
possession of a room and closed the door. 
What pussed within was partly overheard by 
Mrs. Foy and partly communicated by her 
husband. It all concerned Cronin. Charges 
were made against him both in relation to his 
standing in tne Clan-Na-Gael and to his alleged 
treasonable intentions. Allegations in support 
of these charges passed from mouth to mouth, 
and statements purporting to be quotations 
from letters from Ireland were made which 
tended v6 confirm the suspicious against Cro- 
nin. Itis no part of the theory of Cronin’s 
friends that any genuine letter to such 
au effect was received. The literary matter 
calculated to bring conviction to the minds of 
the men in councii could be far more easily 
concocted in Chicago than in Dublin or Lon- 
don. Itis not known to Mrs. Foy whether 
any letter, genuine or forged, was ‘actually 
produced at one of those meetings, but a sup- 
posed extract from a letter, said to be written 
by Michael Davitt, then attending the Times 
commission proceedings in London, was read 
to the effect that Cronin was about to bring 
certain documentary evidence relating to 
Clan-na-Gael disputes to London to help the

Use of Davitt’s Name. 

The use of Davitt’s namein this case is at- 
tributed to the fact that he alone among 
prominent Irishmen was on terms of personal 
friendship with the most notable member of 
the triangle, that he had taken sides against 
the men whose cause Cronin had espoused 
both in the Clan-na-Gael and in the Irish Na- 
tional League of America, that he was like 
Burke, Foy, Cooney, and others of the party.a 
native of Mayo, and that he was personally» 
known to several of them, having indeed 
given letters of introduction to them on their 
tirst visit to Chicago.

Anthony O’Matley quarreled, The quarrel 
was a baa one, but respect for the sanctity of 
death prevented the men from fighting it out 
there and then. Friénds found it easier to 
part them there than they could do under 
other circumstances. Burke left the 
house before O'Malley that night, and 
O’Malley was never again seen alive. 
His body was afterward found 
in the river with the neck broken. Whether 
this was a duel to the death or. a worse form 
of murder is not known, but the man who 
can tell most about it is said to be Dan 
Coughlin. . 

How Barke Was Won. 

Coughlin was the detective detailed to in- 
vestigdte the case, and it is asserted that he 
found out enough concerning Burke’s part in 
it to use asa means of compelling Burke to 
assist him in the plot against Cronin. 
Consequently, according to the Foy 
narrative, it was Burke and Cooney 
who were poe out to do the actual 
killing. In the cottage at the same time were 
Michael Gannon, whose er ti was 
found in the catchbasin with Cronin’s body, 
and who died since of delirium tremens or of 
alcoholism in some form, anda man now on 
the Chicago police force. 

Concerning Gannon, it .is said when he died 
he was surrounded by meinbers of the gang, 
who prevented any .outsider from coming 
near enough to hear all that in his ravings he 
said about the murder. a story is that he 
spoke of nothing else, raved so loudly 
that some of his allusions were overheard by 
non-sympathizers. 

In or near the cottage at the time of the 
murder was also the man Trainor, who is be- 
lieved to have lent his wagon to carry the 
body of Dr. Cronin and to h 
as driver. Trainor is one of the many con- 
cerned in the affair who have since died. An- 
other of the men in the cottage is said to have 
been the brother of the cwner of a boat which 
was to have been used to carry the body out 
into the deep ‘water of the lake and there sink 
it, heavily weighted, in the box procured at 
Revell’s, which has played such a conspicuous 
part throughout the case. 

Outside the cottage Patrick O'Sullivan is 
said to have watched. His own story was that 
he was innocent of any design to murder 
Cronin, but was cognizant of a plan to take 
from him by force certain papers - which he 
was supposed to carry about his person. He 
is reported to have entered the cottage with 
two men who arrived after the deed of death 
was done, Coughlin being one and Andrew 
Foy the other. For the latter it is thought 
Kunze was mistaken,

When the three entered the cottage what 
occurred, according to"Mrs. Foy, is the same 
as in the story attributed to O’Sullivan. 
Cronin was lying with perhaps a-quiver of 
life still left in him on the floor of the room 
where he had fallen. Coughlin had a bottle 
of some liguid which he poured into Cronin’s 
wounds and into his eyes. When he had done 
so he kicked Cronin’s head savagely. 
This led to an angry demonstration 
from O'Sullivan, who then found out 
how he had been duped and betrayed 
into deadly danger by presumed friends. 
Two of the men hustled O’Sullivan out of the 
house and the rest of the gahg set about strip- 
ping the body. Gannon pulled off the shirt 
and thus revealed the peculiarity mentioned 
by Cronin’s brother, which afterwards be- 
came a matter of common talk among the 
murderers when they met again at Foy’s 
house, 

Joe McKenna, one of the conspirators, was 
to have been in the cottage, but failed to 
come up totime. His place was filled by an- 
other man not known. A notorious North 
Side triangle was, according to Mrs. Foy, 
near the cottage waiting for the news of the 
event to carry it to thejchief. About May 7 
Mike Kennedy brought word to Andrew Foy 
that Burke must leave at once. That evening 
he was sent off by three of the gang. 

On theevening of the murder Foy took his 
brick mason’s chisel and’wrapped it up, say- 
ing in the hearmg of some of his children that 
it would ‘*‘ remove another Le Caron.” Next 
Monday morning he bought a paper contain- 
ing the account of Cronin’s disappearance and 
told one of his boys to take it to his mother. 
One of the boys afterwards took the wrapping 
from the chisel and examined it for blood 
marks. This chisel was the weapon used by 
Cooney the Fox in striking the first blow. All 
the blows were struck by Cooney and Burke. 


Papers Not Found on Cronin, 


The papers supposed to have been carried 
by Cronin were not found on his body. He 
had been dissuaded by friends from carrying 
them, as he had a short time previously been 
accustomed to do. As is now well known 
they related to the contentions within the 
Clan-na-Gael, They were not, ds is some- 
times said, charges which he had brought 
againstthe triangle. He was not the bringer 
of these charges. If he had brought any such 
he possessed no means of substantiating them. 
The charges and the evidence in support 
of them came from another source and ot 
nin was so little concerned in making them 
that he was deeined by the Union convention 
a fit and proper person to be put on the Trial 
committee. What the papers the conspira- 
tors sought actually contained were the notes 
of this trial, with the minority report signed 
by Cronin and McCahey. They had no ref- 
erence to Land League or Irish National 
League affairs, and were not wanted in Lon- 
don to present before the Times commission. 
Had the Times put them in evidence against 
Parnell they would have been ruled 
out as irrelevant. Such at least is the theory 


of Cronin’s friends, who maintain that Par- ‘ 


nell’s supposed danger fr8m these papers was 
one of the false inducements held forth to the 
ignorant tools of the conspiracy to bring them 
to the point. 

The credit to be given to the foregoing nar- 
rative must necessarily be affected by the 
court’s decision on Mrs. Foy’s alleged crazi- 
ness and lack of coherence and veracity. 
It is well understood that the 
woman ee highly emotional 
type, and much has happened to 
disturb her mental balance. She has been 
persecuted by many old friends, and has 
suffered bodily assault more than once lately, 
Besides this she has lived in constant fear of

ANNEN TROUBLED BY PETER. 


He Asks the Courts to Decide Who Is Mas- 
. ter in His Own Store, 

Nicholas Annen has called upon the courts 
to decide whether the store at No, 202 East 
North avenue is his own or his son Peter's. 
Thursday he petitioned the Circuit Court to 
restrain hisson Peter from interfering with 
his business. The business is twenty-sev2p 
years old. The profits helped to rear Peter to 
manhood and to give him an education. This 
does not seem to have been sufficient, and as 
Peter wants the greater share of the business 
his father thinks he has been entirely too easy. 

‘The son claims to have a third interest in 
the business. His father explains this by say- 
ing that in 1890 he sold the place to his 
cousin, and to give his son a chance he made 
the purchase price one-third lower, that third 
representing Peter’s share. ‘The first pay- 
ment was made and the young men took pos- 
session. Nicholas Annen says that in four 
months they had disposed of half the stock 
and could not meet the notes due. So, then, 
he bought the furniture back and resumed 
operations. He paid his son a salary which 
was over half the profits. Peter didn’t figure 
this. so he claimed still to be a one-third in- 
terest partner, and wanted to run things to 
suit himself. Nicholas Annen says: 

‘*They used up $3,000 worth of furniture 
and I had to take the store back. I have 
always had trouble with Peter, and néW the 
courts have got to say who is boss, he or I.”’

McCormick Says He Can Remember No

OF THE AMERIOAN FEDERATION.

Various Associations Will Fight for a 
More Extended Recognition of Their 
Rights«=President Gompers May Follow 
in the Footsteps of Powderly=Sentiment 
That He Has Been in Office Long 
Enough Editor Stead Will Furnish the 
Workingmen with His Views. 


The thirteenth annual convention of the 
American Federation of Labor, which as- 
seinbles for a six days’ session in the City 
Council Chamber Monday, promises some 
exciting scenes. The committee in charge of 
the reception and entertainment of delegates 
is W. C. Pomeroy, Chairman; P. J. Maas, 
Secretary;. T. J. Griffin, Treasurer; T. 
Shannahan, T. J. Elderkin, L. T.O’ Brien, W. 
H. Fitzgerald, A. R. Healy, Ed Adeloff, Ed 
Hughes, and John McGuire. They have 
opened headquarters at the Briggs House. 

The conventiun will be opened at 10 o'clock 
a. in. Monday, with J. J. McGrath, President 
of the Chicago Trade and Labor Assembly in 
the chair, Addresses of weicome will be 
made by W.C. Pomeroy on behalf of the 
Trade and Labor Assembly, M. H. Madden 
for the Illinois State Federation of Labor; 
Mayor Swift for the City of Chicago, and Gov. 
Altgeid for the State of Illinois. Response 
will be made by President Gompers of the 
Federation of Labor. 

Morning and afternoon sessions will be 
held every day of the Week. There will be 
about 125 delegates.

The Council Chamber will be decorat- 
ed Sunday by the flags and banners of the va- 
rious labor unions of the city. The Executive 
Board of the federation will reach the city to- 
day and go into session at the Briggs House 
tonight. 
Pienty of Warm Controversies in Sight. 


Among the questions to be considered one 
will be the protection of union labels. Strikes 
are becoming obsolete and intelligent labor is 
now, instead of striking, pushing its claims 
along the line of union labels. Government 
ownership of railroads, telegraphs, and tele- 
phones will be advocated, cheaper postage 
urged, and various changes in this direction 
proposed. , Many other questions, brought up 
as circumstances direct, will enliven the

hicago Musical Union, it is said, will 
withdraw from the federation because. the 
Chicago Trade and Labor Assembly—the only 
central.body in Chicago affiliated with the 
federation—has admitted bodies antagonistic 
toit. The Machinists’ Union will make a 
fight, led by Thomas J. Morgan of Chicago, 
onthe International Union of Machinists, 
which has been admitted to the federation. 
The retail clerks will make a heroic fight for 
a wider recognition of their rights and there 
are enough other fights in prospect to make 
the week lively with parliamentary contro- 


‘versies. 


Opposition to Gompers’ Re-election. 


An effort,and probably a successful one, 
will be made to bring the headquarters of the 
federation permanently to Chicago. A stiff 
fight will be made to defeat Gompers for re- 
election as President. Thomas J. Griffin of 
Chicago is highly spoken of for the place. He 
has been twice President of the International 
Horseshoers’ Union, is ex-President of the 
local Horseshoers’ Union of Chicago, and is 
Treasurer of the Chicago Trade and Labor 
Asseinbly. Jumes Linehan of Chicago, ex- 
President of the Trade and Labor Assembly, 
is mentioned for Secretary, to succeed Chris 
Evans, Two Chicago men will not, however, 
be elected. Friends of Gompers reached the 
city froin the Easta week ago to feel the lo- 
eal pulse and put in good words for the re- 
election of their candidate. The opposition 
to Gompers is somewhat similar to that which 
overwhelmed Powderly of the Knights of 
Labor. It is general in its character and 
based more on tlie fact that he has held 
the office for a great length of time 
rather than from any personal grievance 
against him. The federation is thirteen 
years old and Gompers has been its Presi- 
dent eleven yéars. P. H. McLogan and Frank 
Crawford, both Chicago men, were its first 
and second President, respectively. Among 
those who will oppose Gompers’ reélection 
will be many Western delegates, led by State 
Senator Hamilton Armstrong -of Colorado, 
the Populist, who isa parliamentarian and a 
nervy fighter. 

The Knights of Labor, Populists, and vari- 
ous quasi-political bodies will ask the federa- 
tion to join’ them in political movements. 
They will ecarcely receive any encouragement 
for the federation has never flirt with 
politics- 

Delegates Beginning to Come, 


Delegates to the convention are arriving but 
slowly. The Auditing committee reached the 
city yesterday morning. It includes C. L. 
Drummond of Fort Wayne, of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union; P. J. Kelly of 
Butler, Pa., of the American Flint Glass 
Workers; and Edward C. Smith of the Last- 
ers’ Protective Union of America. Secretary 
Chris Evans of the federation reached Chica- 
go early in the morning and submitted his 
books to the Auditing committee. They went 
into private session over them at their head- 
quarters at the Briggs House, continued so 
all day, and will have their report ready by 
Monday morning. There will be nothing of 
interest tothe general publicin the report. 

Chris Evans, the veteran Secretary and 
Treasurer, said toa reporter for Tue Tris- 
une: ‘**Itis difficult to foretell what will 
make up the proceedings of the federation. 
The pushing of the union label will have 
considerable prominence. Notice of many 
resolutions which will be cffered have 
been sentin. Among them there are those 
enabling the Executive Council to make 
loans to subordinate unions; a call for a full 
report as to the result of boycotts ; legisla- 
tion in Pennsylvania enabling men to join 
labor unions; call for legislation in many 
States compellin arbitration on the part of 
corporations; indorsement of certain news- 
papers as official organs of labor unions; res- 
olutions asking labor unions to support only 
political parties favofing the eight-hour work- 

day; the enforcement of the anti- 
Chinese ’Geaty law; the enforcement of the 
New Jersey factory law for the pro 
tection of bakers; that no professional pol- 
itician be madean organizer of the federation; 
that the telegraph system should be under 
governmental control, and that the federa- 
tion should publish an official journal. But 
the most important questions considered in 
the federation are those which aresprung on 
the spur of the moment. We anticipate a 
lively week’s session here in Chicago.’’ 

The’badges which have been prepared by 
the local committee for the delegates are 
unique and elaborate. Ona background of 
white silk the municipal or Txrisvuye colors of 
terra cotta and white appear, while below them 
are crossed American flags bedecked with 
gold fringe and appropriately inscribed. 


Basis of Representation. 


The representation in the convention will 
be upon the following basis: International 
and national unions with less than 4,000 
members, one delegate; for 4,000 members 
or more, two delegates; for 8,000 members 
or inore, three Geiegates; for 16,000 mem- 
bers or more, four delegates: for 32,000 
members or more, five delegates, and so on. 
Local, trade, ot federal labor unions, State fed- 
erations, central labor unions, trades assem- 
blies or trade councils, one delegate each. All 
organizations to be entitled to representation 
must have a certificate of affiliation (charter) 
at least thirty days before the date upon 
which the convention is to be held. Any dele- 
gaté representing a union must be a member 
of the union, and, if not a craftsman of the 
trade union which sends him, the union must 
give reason why such delegate was chosen. 

The call is also to be read, and this is of 
peculiar interest.

THEY OBJECTED TO HIS MARRIAGE, 


Troubles of F. A. Boegershausen Who 
Killed Himself in Warsaw, Ind. 


F. A. Boegershausen, a traveling salesman 
for a jewelry house, whose suicideat Warsaw, 
Ind., was told in yesterday’s issue of Tre 
Trrsune, belonged toa Catholic family and 
was reared in that faith, but eighteen months 
ago he married a Protestant young woman of 
Louisville, Ky.

In a letter 
written recently he said: “My _ rela- 
tives are all Catholics, and their

ave nade my lifea perfect hell on earth. 
Iam the victim of circumstances, the secret 
of which I would rather die for than tell.” 

In another place. in refererice to his wife, 
Boegershausen wrote: * My married life has 
been a most happy one,”’ and in closing he 
besought Becken to aid and look after ** my 
darling sweetheart wife.’ 

‘*Boegershausen’s accounts were all right 
and I can assign no other reason for his svi- 
cide than the one he gives,”’ said Mr. Becken, 
his employér, who returned yesterday from 
Warsaw. “I remember of his referring to 
this matter a short time ago when he picked 
up ny Knights Templar charm and said he 
would like to become a Magon, but his rela- 
tives were all Catholics and had already made 
a big fuss because he had married a Protestant. 
I really think the man became temporarily 
insane. His wife was prostrated by the shock. 
She took the body to Louisville for inter- 
ment.” 

Boegershausen tried to kill himself with 
coal gas Tuesday night, and then tonk three 
teaspoonfuls of rat poison Wednesday morn- 


ing.

HOWARD IS LIKELY TO DON STRIPES. 


Belief That the Noted Tennessee Swindier 
Is Certain to Be Convicted. 

Jackson, Tenn., Dec. 9.—[Special. ]|—George 
Frederick Burgoyne Howard, clerical swindler 
and defendant in the case in the United States 
Court, today looks dejected and down- 
anges Before him looms up the prison. 
The crushing evidence of the Hon. Robert T. 
Lincoln of Chicago, ex-Minister to England 
during *‘ William Lord Moore’s” career in 
London, coupled with that of Gen. John C. 
New of Indianapolis, who was at the same 
time Consul-General to England, had the 
most telling effect. Their testimony alone is 
enough to convict, but when it is united with 
that of the other London witnesses who knew 
** Moore” and recognize in him the defend- 
ant Howard, there seems to be not the slight- 

est doubt of the guilt of the man.

Crowds. Applaud the Napoleonic Legend. 

The chief thing talked about, or at least 
thought about, in Paris is the nightly throng 
undble to secure admission to the Porte 
St. Martin, where the stupendous Napoleonic 
legend is depicted on a scale of mag- 
nificence in stage setting and _ electrical 
effects andin the massing of hundreds of 
figurantes never equaled before in France. 
All are agreed that such an apotheosis of im- 
perialism twenty years ago would huve been 
wrecked ‘the first night by the indignant 
populace., Now it unfolds its prodigious 
length, marked only by subdued murmurs of 
admiration at the succeeding tableuux and wild 
applause for the really splefidid pictures of 
the refreat from Russia and the battle of 
Waterloo. 

But what does this difference mean? Some 
find it #% a proof that Bonapartism is so ut- 
terly dead that people view the spectacle im- 
partially as they might one of Augustan 
Rome. More suspect in it a reviving lust for 
the appearance of some new savior of society. 
This latter is Zola’s view and that of most 
literary observers of contemporary Paris. 

Joan of Are Is Not Canonized. 

For the last year or two, ever since the Vat- 
ican definitely entered into alliance with 
the French Republic, there has been a popu- 


‘lar understanding that one of the badges of 


this reconciliation was to be the canoniza- 
tion of Jeanne d’Are. 

All through the rural districts priests have 
been gladly reidentifying themselves with the 
patriotic spirit by preaching the cult of La Pu- 
celle, and with considerable success, so far as 
their personal popularity is concerned, but 
with embarrassing results for the Maid of Or- 
leans. 

The Vatican has at last spoken, and so far 
from delivermg the goods which were tacitly 
supposed to have been promised, it brusquely 
forbids the use of litanies in her honor by 
which enthusiastic curés had anticipated 
her canonization. The Vatican  de- 
clares that these things can delay 
only her primary beatification. _Irrever- 
ent fellows in Paris pretent that the examin- 
ing committee of the sacred congregation 
have run .up against some facts in Jeanne’s 
career not exactly squaring with gaimthood, 
but the natioual disappointment Will be great 
enough without this ribald explanation. 


Lord Cromer Is to Leave Egypt. 

Although the Egyptian situation is steadily 
multiplying dangers for English diplomacy it 
is said to be settled that Lord Cromer is to be 
transferred to the St. -Petersburg 
Embassy. The public has been led 
him as invaluable at 
Cairo, but those with inside information say 
that it will be a good job to take him away. 
They describe him as committed to a line of 
dictatorial not to say autocratic be- 
havior toward the young Khedive and 
his Ministers, which may have served a 
purpose once, but now only exasperates and 
inflames. The policy is to be tried of sending 
a smooth-spoken, amiable man of affairs in- 
stead, to see if he cannot hold France and 
Russia at arm’s length by stroking Abbas the 
right way. If the change is to be 
for the better it will come none 
too soon. The Egyptian patriotic party has 
organized a gigantic boycott against all the 
English residents, officially and otherwise. 
Any native holding any but the barest neces- 
sary converse or dealmg with them is ostra- 
cized every where.

SQUEEZING THE RICH. 


ENGLAND'S DEFIOIT TO BE MADE UP 
BY AN INOOME TAX. 


Exoneration of the Soldiers Who Commit- 
ted the “Featherstone Outrage "= Mys- 

. tery Surrounds BDublin’s “ Party of Ac- 
tion” and an Informer ,Is Suspected=— 
King Humbert Puts a Scornful Ques- 
tion to Zanardelli—China Does Not Want 
the Buffer State.

Lonpon, Dec, 9.—[Copyright, 1893, by the 
New York Tribune.]—The anxieties of the 
government are undoubtedly increasing. The 
monthly returns of the Board of Trade 
strengthen the prevailing fears of a large na- 
tional deficit at the end of the financial year. 
If the current reports in official quarters are 
true the deficit is to be met, not out of the 
pockets of that section of the community 
where the majority of votes is to be found, 
but by the payers of the income tax. It is as- 
serted in well-informed circles that the country 
may expect a further impost of-three and one- 
balf pence, and further addition to the 
same tax in order to provide for strengthen- 
ing the navy. It is expected that any sub- 
stantial addition to this easily imposed tax 
will be regarded as a justification for altering 
the conditiotis under which it is levied. The 
Chancellor of the Exchequer has been credited 
for a long time witha desire to introduce a 
graduated income tax, and this will possibly 
be attempted. The subject is surrounded 
with great difficulties, and ought to be ander- 
taken by a non-partisan commission, rather 
than by a ministry which cannot possibly 
ignore the claims of its supporters at the nem 
ing booth: 

This impost was originally and purely a war 
tax. Since Mr. Gladstone’s triumphant 
achievement of tariff reform very few articles 
were left upon which to raise revenue. The 
income, tax thus afforded the most~ facile 
means of raising money. Its imposition does 
not disturb trade like the introduction of @ 
new tariff, andit has the further advantage 
that it raises money from that body of 
people whose fewness makes them least dan- 
gerous at the polling booths. The working 
classes pay only as consumers by indi- 
rect taxation. The upper classes have just 
the same tariff, but, with the tax upon it, it 
comes as an additional burden. There is no 
unfairness in the principle of the impost 
which draws a distinction between the rich 
man andthe poor man. The danger is that 
in bidding for the poor man’s vote, govern- 
ments are tempted to make undue demands 
upon the middle and upper classes—theé very 
classes which the present moment are the 
most strongly opposed to Mr. Gladstone’s 
government. Any attempt to recast the in- 
come tax by a graduated scale, if introduced 
by the present ministry, is sure to arouse the 
suspicion of those who already pay the tax. 

Parish Counclis Bill in Danger. 

The government has made another change 
of front on the parish councils bill and the 
final passage of the measure seems to be 
further off than ever. The week's disputes 
have raged‘over the distinction between par- 
ish charities which are ecclesiastical and 
those which are temporal or secular. In the 
early stages of the bill Mr. Fowler, who had 
charge of the measure, opposed the dispos- 
session of existing trustees, who are in most 
cases clergymen or church wardens, but the 
disestablishment party, who sit behind Mr. 
Gladstone, are not content with Mr. 
Fowler’s tendernsss toward the — estab- 
lishment, though Mr. Fowler himself 1s a 
strong dissenter; and, therefore, this 
party got up a cabalto bring pressure upon 
Mr. Gladstone to change his attitude. ‘Sir 
William Harcourt got up to throw overboard 
his colleague, Mr. Fowler, and at a later stage 
Mr. Gladstone more completeiy effected the 
change of front forced upon him by one of 
those bits of political jugglery which are 
sometimes needful when politicians try to ex- 
plain embarrassing questions. He had to 
show that the extinction of the power of the 
original trustees was consistent with Mr. 
Fowler’s undertaking to leave their position 
unaffected. In consequence of this step the 
opposition has been ariven into a 
course of § trantic warfare, and the 
prospect of the bill passing into law be- 
comes surrounded with increasing difficulty. 
As the measure now stands church wardens 
and clergymen, because they belong to the 
church, are incapable of becoming trustees 
of a parish charity, but this inequality does 
not extend to Catholic priests or to dissenting 
ministers, or to deacons. Moreover, if a 
churchman desires to leave any charitable 
funds for the benefit of his community, even 
so simple a thing as a reading-room attached 
to the church building, he must hereafter 
make his bequest in the shape of an ecclesias- 
tical trust. The parish councils bill, 
which originally promised to be a simple 
measure, is likely to provoke as much 
anger throughout the country as did home 
rule. The opposition intends to fight the bill 
at every clause, and it will be no easy mat- 
ter for Mr. Gladstone to arrange how far the 
session of 1893 shall run into 1894. 

Lords Posing as Saviors of the Country. 

The next parliamentary session will also 
have a formidable crop of trouble. The 
Prime Minister is already piling up a multi- 
tude of promises, such as evicted tenants, 
Welsh disestablishment, registration. and 
Scottish disestablishment biils, and this week 
a powerful deputation of teetotalers induced 
hin to speak more strongly in favor of local 
veto than he bis generally done. Of 
course his promises were not without am- 
biquity, but the deputation passed a _ resolu- 
tion declaring they regarded them as an ac- 
ceptance of their demands. It may also be 
necessary to legislate for the Scotch fisher- 
men. The government measure of this year 
has been turned inside out. by the House 
of Lords, and, oddly enough, at the re- 
quest of deputations of Radical fishermen 
from Aberdeen, Dundee, and Forfarshire, 
all constituencies returning Gladstonians. In 
this matter the Lords are posing as saviors 
of the country, just as in the home rule de- 
bates. Thesame scene was witnessed last 
night in regard to the employers’ liability bili, 
when the Peers, in response to deputations of 
workingmen, introduced the contracting 
clause already described, by the large ma- 
jority of 148 against 28. The Lords also 
minimized the drastic application of the bill 
to the shipping trade. Lord Salisbury de- 
clared that shipowners even doubted if it 
would be possible to conduct their industry 
under such unprecedented conditions as were 
originally proposed. 

Soldiers Who Killed Colliers Cleared. 

The commission appointed to inquire into 
the so-called Featherstone outrage has pre- 
sented a report which entirely exonerates the 
action of the military during the recent col- 
liery riots. It will be remembered that the 
soldiers were called out to assist the police in 
suppressing miners’ violence at Featherstone, 
near Pontefract. No magistrate was present 
for several hours to read the riot act, which 
is usually deemed a necessary preliminary to 
the use of military force. During all thig 
time a mob of many thousands lit. 
erally besieged the handful of - soldiers, 
whose lives were imperiled by brick. 
Bats, stones, iron bolts, and bludgeons.

Zanardelli’s Cheap Men for the Cabinet. 

Sig. Zanardelli’s efforts to form a ministry 
in Italy entirely failed, apparently owing to 
the difficulty, which I pointed out a week ago, 
in dealing with finances, He cannot finda 
colleague willing to cleanse that Augean 
stable. The story goes that when he presented 
to King Humbert a list.of his proposed col- 
leagues his Majesty remarked: ‘‘ But these 
are the under secretaries, where are the min- 
isters?’”’ On his part the King has been most 
reluctant to reduce his army. But he is nota 
spendthrift like his father, and very likely he 
will make some bargain With the radicals that. 
if they will assent to fresh taxation he will 
bring down the military burden. According 
to this morning’s telegrains Sig. Crispi has 
been sent for; but without some arrangement 
like that just indicated it. is doubtful whether 
he would agree to take office. 

Last week we were unaware of the solvent 
found for settling the differences of France 
and England in Siam. We now learn that the 
buffer state whose area was the real crux of the 
situation is to be a subatantial piece of terri- 
tory fifty miles wide, and that China is to be 
invited to take control of it. For some rea- 
son, which is not explained, China is said to 
be unwilling to undertake these responsibili- 
ties, which are entirely new to her. 

It may possibly be that’ this step would in- 
volve on her.part. abrogation of the nebulous 
rights which she is supposed to hold over the 
whole of Siam, - Be’that as it may, her refusal 
to accept these duties would prove exceeding- 
ly embarrassing to both the Western powers. 
The French press. is already complaining of 
the arrangement and making demands on the 
government which amount to nothing short 
of disregarding M. Develle’s promises to Lord 
Rosebery. On this subject the news from 
Paris hardly justifies the optimistic assur- 
ances of the British Government. More light 
will be thrown on the subject inatew days, 
when the official corres ence will be pub- 
lished, and when M. :

The Amendment as to the Contracting- 
Out Clause Kills the Measure Practi- 
cally and the Radicals Will Go Into the 
Next Campaign with a “ Down with the 
Lords” Cry—Action of the Commons 
Two and a Half Centuries Ago May Be 
Repeated Now.

—Last night’s action of the House of Lords 

in adding a “contracting out” amendment 

to the employers’ liability bill is practically 
accepted by the government as a declaration 
of open war against the principles of the bill, 

If the Lords stand firm this must precipitate 

a conflict which, possibly, will end in the 


speedy digsolution of Parliament and an ap- | 


peal to the people of Great Britain on the 
greatissue of “mending or ending”’ 
House of Lords, with home rule and Hberal 
measures as only subordinate questions, 

In fact, the News deliberately intimated this 
morning that the entire bill must now be 
abandoned ‘‘until the House of Lords has 
been dealt with.’’ When it is remembered 
that Arnold Morley, the Posimaster-General., 
is the chief owner of the News the significance 
of this statement becomes apparent, as it 
doubtiess was inspired by Mr. Gladstone and 
the Cabinet. 

The Chronicle. a reorganized and able or- 
gan of the masses, goes further still. It says: 
“ The attitude of the Lords is an invitation to 
a trial of strength which, for aught we know, 
may bring us nearer revolution than any po- 


litical question since 1832. The challenge 


will, we hope, be instantly taken up.” 

If, then, as appears now certain, the gov- 
ernment refuses to compromise with the 
Lords on this amendment the bill in its 
entirety must fail. it therefore seems most 
probable that the government wil regard the 
time as propitious for an appeal to the coun- 
try upon’ the rejection by the Lords of a 
measure which is most popular with the 
masses of Great Britain, far more generally 
popular than was the home rule bill. 

Commons May Vote the Lords Out, 

In this event Prime Minister Gladstone 
may force a dissolution before January is over 
and Great Britain may then be plunged into 
a conflict more momentous than any since 
that when, March 19, 1649, ** the Commons 
of England assembled in Parliament, finding 
by too long experience that the House 
of Lords is useless and dapgerous’ to 
the people of England,” did ordain 
and endct “that from henceforth the House 
of Lords in Parliament shall be and is hereby 
abolished and taken away, and that the Lords 
shall not from henceforth meet or ‘sit in said 
house called the Lords’ House, or any house, 
or place whatsoever as a House of Lords.”’ 

The return of Charles Il. brought about a 
revocation of this act, but it does not seem 
improbable that it may now be reénacted aft- 
er another 245 years. 

Meanwhile, a bye-election this month has 
just been made necessary and by which the 
strength of the two parties will be 
cleariy indicated.

the country. If the Liberals increase the last 
majority the fact will likewise be accepted as 
most significant of the probable result of-a 
general election and will doubtless add much 
to the probability of a speedy dissolution. 
Gladstone’s Illness Is Really Serious, 
With ali this there is a serious note of alarm 
in Liberal circles today because of Mr. Glad- 
stone’s serious illness. In the cable iettér 
printed Nov. 26 I gave at mucn length 
these facts, showmg how really pre: 
carious is Mr. Gladstone’s condition. All 
I then said is borne out by today’s 


accounts from the sick-room of the venerable 


statesman. It is announced that the cause of 
this illness is entirely due to his disregard to 
the strict regimen which he always followed 
during the life of Sir Andrew Clarke and from 
which he has departed since that physician’ - 
death. 

A peculiarity of Mr. Gladstone’s constitution 
is that illness nearly always attacks him in 


the digestive orgaas, the danger being that - 


the relaxed condtion supervening may 
weaken him to a perilous point. The present 
attack came on with great violence in the 
small hours of ene and his condition: was 
so alarming that Mrs. Gladstone, who is ‘her- 
self-onty convalescent from influenza, had to 
apply instant remédies while the doctor was 
being sent for from the Westminster Hos- 
pital. 

The patient is much better today, but it is 
expected that he will now consent to leave for 
the Rivera in a week or so, as his late physi- 
cian intended he should do. In Mr. Glad- 
stone’s family the opinion prevails that indi- 
gestion was aggravated by the excitement 
into which the Premier got Thursday night 
when annoyed bythe obstructive tactics of 
the opposition.”

Emperor William Again Has Ear Trouble. 

Emperor William is again suffering with 
his ear disorder, which renders him exceed- 
ingly irritable. The reports about his alleged 
difference with the King of Wurtemberg over

Dr. von Mittnacht, the Wurtemberg Prime 
Minister, who has been attending the recent 
debates in the Reichstag, has been energeti- 
cally lobbying against tne proposed wine du- 
ties as ruinous to Wurtemberg and in viola- 
tion of treaties between Prussia and the South 
German States. Ata meeting of the Bundes- 
rath, Dr. von Mittnacht went to the length of 
declaring that Dr. Miquel’s financial 
schemes might disrupt united Germany. The 
Emperor on learning this advised the King of 
Wurtemberg to dismiss Dr. von Mittnacht. 

Emperor William Pleased with a Play. 

The Emperor has shown unusual interest in 
the new play “By His Own Right.” When’ 
he went to the private performance the other 
day he carried under his cloak a bronze bust» 
of himself to present to Ludwig Barnay, the 
director of the theater. Afterward he 
actually sent by pneumatic tube 
an autograph letter to Barnay, 
suggesting changes in the drill 
and in the clothing of the soldiers appearing 
in the piece. The Emperor applauded vigor- 
ously at the end of each act. The play isa 
mere panegyric on the great elector and feeds 
the Emperor’s passion for glorifying the 
Hohenzollerns, 


For an Austrian Army Corps. 

The Austrian War Department has decided 
to have three army corps operate on the 
Galiciayfrontier in January with the view of 
testing the value of the troops in a’ winter 
campaign. The troops wiil be equipped with 
sledges, skates, and pontoons to be used in 
crossing rivers swollen by winter floods, 
Dinner to Ambassador and Mrs. Runyon.

Conan Doyle Defends Prize Fighting. 

The prize-ring has found an ardent defend- 
er in Conan Doyle. He believes ithas done 
much for England. lt has bred, he says, in 
the latter day and race of men an. indomita- 
ple courage energy. He adds: 

It must be borne in mind that fewer men have 
lost lives through the ring in the whole genera- 
tion than are killed by football or hunting in one 
season. During the whole time when the ring 
was at its height I can only recall one fatal fight 
—~that between Curtis and Ned Turner. On the 
other hand the exhibition of systematic fair play 
must have been an object lesson to the hundreds 
who saw and the thousands who read it. It is 
time enough to discourage any instinct when it 
has ceased to be of use to the community. With 
all Europe one armed camp the fighting instinct 
is as necessary in this country now as it ever has 
been,and the day may be coming when we will find 
that out. Our ancestors had reason for its systemat- 
ic encouragement. Itis really the ring and the 
betting and ruffianism who have killed the ring, 
but pugilists themselves were, I think, men who 
bad much of the heroic in the natures. . 

Fulgurité and Its Properties. 

The new explosive discovered by the Swiss 
engineor, Pictet, about which I recently 
cabled, is attructing much attention. It has 
been named fulgurite. It is smokeless, and 
of equal power with dynamite, though the 
materials composing it are simple. . It can 
only be made with costly, complicated 
utensils, The quantity these utensils 
turn out is automatically recorded, This 
will enable the governments to ascertain how 
much has been sold and to trace it, The 
manufacture is absolutely safe and so is the 
handlimg and transport. There are three 
categories of fulgurite, which differ in. the 
proportions in which the elements are 
mixed. No, 3 is a liquid and for fire-arms, 
Nos. 1 and 2 are for blasting, but all have the 
common property of exploding only at a tem- 
perature of 800° centigrade. 

Miss Banks and Her Sensation. 

The most talked-about American in Europe 
just now is Miss Elizabeth L. Banks. She is 
a newspaper woman who has been discussing 
the subjeet of English domestic service in T. 
P, O’Connor’s paper for several weeks in or- 
der to get at the practical side of the question. 
She engaged herself as a house aide in several 
London families and has been entertaining 
the public withan extremely vivid ‘account of 
her experiences, The press of the country 
has taken up the vexed question and is now 
discussing both it and Miss Banks herself in 
the liveliest fashion. Some comments are by 
no means complimentary, but Miss Banks’ 
spirited replies to her critics have made the 
controversy highly interesting and amusing. 
The young woman now proposes to make 
some comparisons of English and American 
ways of living in book form. 

Newspaper Prohibits Garbled Extracts. 

The Exglish court decided yesterday that a 
newspaper has a right to prohibit garbled ex- 
tracts from its columns. The London Times 
sought an injunction against a second-hand 
bookseller of Birthingham for printing a cat- 
alogue of what pugported to be extracts from 
the Times, warn people that the auction 
sales were little better than frauds as a means 
of disposing of cast-off libraries. Diligent 
search revealed in the Times of 
1866 a leading article fulminating 
against the knock-out system at 
auctions. Two isdlated extracts from this 
were pretended to be authority and were so 
arranged as to express disapproval of auction 
sales in general. The injunction was granted 
with costs. 

Gladstone Grieved by Zadock’s 
ance, 

The three hard-boiled eggs for breakfast in- 
dulgence which Gladstone sometimes allows 
hithnself when he feels particularly vigorous 
proved too much for him yesterday. He was 
quite ill for a few hours, but today he is en- 
tirely recovered and has gone to Brighton.

For National Control of Telephones. 

The proposed agreement between the Post- 
office and the National Telephone company 
by which the former will own all the trunk 
lines has not yet been signed, although it has 
been ready for completion for nearly ‘six 
months. Attention will shortly be called to 
the subject in the Commons and it is prob- 
able that the House will refuse to allow a 
ratification of the scheme and refer to a select 
committee the question whether a postoffice 
or a municfpal body be given the control of 
the telephone business of the country. Public 
opinion is steadily growing in favur of state 
ownership, ; 

Mrs. Tyndall May Not Recover. 

The sad manner of Prof. Tyndall’s taking 
off has aroused the sympathy of the entire 
nation. Mrs. Tyndall is so prostrated that it 
is believed she will never recover from the 
effects of the fatal mistake. By a curious 
coincidence a London man was killed the day 
following Tyndall’s death by precisely a 
similar occurrence, by the wife. The two 
cases have started a strong- agitation for 
legislation requiring the use of dark-colored 
fluted bottles to contain all poisons and 
dangerous drugs. 

Quakers to Establish a Hich-Class School, 

The Society of Friends will establish in 
London a high-class training school, which in 
many respects will resemble a university. 
Dr. George Newman’ was appointed First 
Resident Warden. 

Kiralfy’s Spectacle Is Withdrawni. 

Kiralfy’s “ Venice, Limited,” has been 
withdrawn from public subscription in conse- 
quence of the attacks made by the newspapers 
upon it.

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EMPLOYERS’ BILL FUTILE 


The Government Will Not Accept the 
Measure with the ‘Amendments—House 
of Lords Treats All Measures with Tory 
Intolerance and the Reckoning Will Be 
Heavy=Will Push Parish Councils 
BilleEngland and the Spanish De- 
mands=Why India Must Have a Loan.

Loxpoyx, Dec. 9.—The House of Lords 
virtually rejected the employers’ liability bill 
last evening by inserting a clause which would 
allow workingmen to exempt themselves by 
eontract from the other provisions of the meas- 
ure. From the first the contest concerning 
the bill has centered upon this so-called con- 
tracting-out clause. The government will not 
be able to accept the measure with the amend- 
ment, which is calculated to render the whole 
law futile, The labor members of Pariia- 
ment and the leaders of the trades unions 
have bound the cabinet by both public and 
private pledges to withdraw the bill in case 
the Lords should insert any provision for 
contracting out, and now the ministeriai 
promises must be fulfilled. 

The mutilation of this essentially popular 
measure adds to the reactionary record 
against the Lords and means that a bitter 
reckoning will be made with them at the com- 
ing election. As seldom before in recent 
yeurs the peers have been following without 
deviation the lines of Tory intolerance. All 
bills sent up from the Commons, even those 
of but petty importance, have been treated in 
this spirit. The first in the list, of course, is 
the home rule bill, The rejection of it seemed 
to give the peers courage to assert themselves 
and ever since they. have extinguished 
in rapid succession the stnaller 
measures, such as the chapels 
enfranchisement bill, providing for the pur- 
chase of sites on fair terms for chapel build- 
ings, as wellas the betterment proposals of 
the London County Council, obtaining from 
Lords a fair share of the efforts arising from 
improvements. The peers seem to think that 
this record of legislation-wrecking will not 
recoil upon them and to have few fears that 
the people will take revenge for this misuse 
of power for the benefit of class interests. The 
Radicals and labor members say that the 
Upper House is steering the Conservatives 
straight to defeat. One of the loudest cries 
in the next election campaign will be, ** Away 
with the House of Lords.” 

Wiil Pash Through Parish Councils Bill, 

At the Cabinet Council yesterday it was de- 
cided to use the closure and every other Par- 
liamentary means to pass the parish councils 
bill4hrough the House of Commons before 
the Christmas recess. The Unionists, think- 
ing that now is the critical period in the life 
of the bill, are rallying their forces to obstruct 
and defeat it. The absentee Conservative 
members have responded with exceptional 
promptness to the summons of the whips to 
come back afid help some other measure. The 
government has issued a notice insisting upon 
a full attendance of the Liberals, and besides, 
beginning Saturday sittings, will suspend the 
12 o’clock.rule. By these means the House 
will be kept at work on the bill day and night. 


England Will Support Spain’s Demands. 

The Earl of Rosebery, retary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, has beén asked by Spain 
to assist in the settlement of the Melilla diffi- 
culty, and in reply has instructed the British 
Minister in Tangier to support Spain's de- 
mands upon the Sultan, notably those for the 
punishment of the aggressive Riffs, for an in- 
demnity to cover the expense of the Spanish 
campaign and for guarantee against future 
attacks. If Gen. Campos’ conference with 
Sultan Musey Hassan tomorrow should not 
result in peace the Earl of Rosebery as- 
sured Spain that Great Britain would con- 
sider itself pledged not to oppose the opera- 
tions of the Spanish forces through Tangier, 
which port Gen. Campos regards as the best 
base for an effective campaign. 

Why India Must Have a Loan. 

G. E. Russell, Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Indian Office, made a rather curious state- 
ment inthe House of Commons last evening 
as to the condition of Indian finance and the 
need of an Indian loan. He virtually attrib- 
uted the necessity of a loan to the reduction 
of the unused balances to £1,852,000 and the 
obligations to spend £8,000,000 by next 
April. Thesum of the situation is in fact as 
follows: 

Since the closing of India’s mints to free 
coinage of silver the India Council has bor- 
rowed £4,800,000, partly on six months’ bills 
and partly by sale of debentures. In the com- 
ing year the Council must provide £22,000,- 
000, including the payment or renewal of this 
year’s bills. Indian trade-1s in a worse 
condition than at any time before the closing 
of the mints and the Indian Treasury is in a 
state which causes grave apprehensions. é 
Council’s present loan of £10,000,000 must 
be supplemented by another within a year if 
anything like order is to be restored in Indian 
finance, , 

Delight at Crispi’s Return to Power. 

Sig. Crispi’s return to power in Italy is 
hailed with delight at the Foreign Office here. 
Since the beginning of the crisis in Rome this 
event has been desired and expected. It is 
now regarded as certain that Mr. Gladstone 
has intrusted the entire guidance of foreign 
affairs to the Earl of Rosebery, who is fol- 
lowing closely the policy of Lord Salisbury. 
He has approved unequivocally, for instance, 
the Tory statesman’s agreement with Italy for 
joint action in the Mediterranean. 


To Reinforce British Mediterranean Fieet. 
The Army and Navy Gazette ridicules the 
idea that England’s Mediterranean fleet is not 
strong enough to cope with the united fleets 
of Russia and France. This will be true soon, 
if not now, as the British Mediterranean fleet 
is to be so reinforced by drafts from the chan- 
nel and other squadrons within a month that 
admiralty experte say it will be able to blow 
the French and Russian squadrons into space, 
Meanwhile both Italy and Austria, under 
the revival of a Crispi policy, will acceler- 
ate work on their, Mediterranean armaments. 
Italy will construct an immense arsenal at 
Trapani, Sicily. Austria will fortify the Gulf 
of Cattaro on the Dalmatian cagst, and, after 
building docks at Cattaro, will use that port 
as a station for repairing its warships. 
Say the Blenheim Is Swifter. 

Accounts of the trial trip of the new United 
States cruiser Columbia have been read with 
much interest here and have been the subject 
of considerable comment. Naval experts say 
that the Columbia is smaller and less power- 
ful than the new British cruiser of the same 
type will be. It is not the fastest warship in 
the world, they add, as the British cruiser 
Blenheim has shown itself able to maintain 
23 knotsan hour with twin screws, against 
the Columbia's doubtful average of 22.81 
knots.

INDEPENDENT BANK CURRENCY PLAN 


Scheme to Replace All Goyernment Paper 

Issues by Representative Walker. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 9.—Representa- 
tive Walker (Rep., Mass.) has prepared a 
plan which has been sent to the House Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency looking to 
the creation of an independent bank currency 
to replace all government paper issues. The 
details Of this plan are as follows: 

1. The United States Government to be com- 
pletely reiieved from any responsibility for the 
current redemption of any circulating govern- 
ment or bank currency notes whatever, and there- 
by relieved of all expense ana risk of maintain- 
ing any coin redemption fund or coin measure of 
vaiue, risk and expense of both to be devolved 
upon the banks by the operation of the bill. The 
banks to accept a new greenback in place of the 
present one, and be responsibie only for its cur- 
rent redemption, and the United States Govern- 
ment to be responsible for its final redemption. 

2. The United States Government, in the inter- 
est of the safety of banks, in order to protect the 
people from loss, to exercise supervision as now 
and extend its thorough supervision over all 
banks, and make public their condition. 

3. The banking bill to be so drawn as to cause 

each and every bank to assume proportionately 
the current redemption and practical destruction 
of a Treasury tio 
he bankiz ill to be so drawn as to cause 
Han and every bank to assume proportionately 
the current redemption and practical destruction 
of the onrece of siiver certificates, and to cause 
silver doliars to an equal amount to be covered 
into the Treasury as bullion, but to leave in cir- 
culation as now every coined silver dollar we 
now have that the people can be indu to use. 

5. To provide for the absolute safety of every 
circuiati note. 

6. Circulating notes shall be free of cost except 
for printing, etc. 

The volume of circulating notes to be suffi- 
ciently elastic to expand to meet the extremest 
demands of the people and contract automatic- 

ally so as never to exceed in volume the amount 
needed. 

8. Circulating currency notes to be so issued as 
not to increase the interest paid on loans capital, 
as is the case under existing law. 

9. They shall be uniform.

The United States Government shall act 
ae a, as custodian of coin and issue certificates 
of deposit thereon as now. 

The United States Government on special 
Five ae a to provide temporary safeguards to 
deposits to dispel fear in order to prevent the 
paralysis of business by the withdrawal of indi- 
vidual deposits from clearly solvent banks be- 
cause of unreasonable fear.

Large Sales Made by a Representative of a 
Belgian House. 

Prrrssure, Pa., Dec. 9.—[Spectal. ]—Con- 
fident that the Wilson bill will becomea law 
representatives of European concerns are 
crowding into Pittsburg drumming up trade 
for their respective houses. Among the ar- 
rivals today was Edward Pareale of Bruges, 
Belgium, who represents a large 
cutlery house.

The difference in prices caused 
by the tariff reduction is so great that Ameri- 
can dealers are jumping at the chance of buy- 
ing from European manufacturers. At a 
weeting of the Window Glass Workers’ Asso- 
ciation last night President Eberhart and Sec- 
retary Springer were ordered to petition Con- 
gress and the President against the adoption 
of the Wilson tariff bill.

Big Avalanches Slide Through to the Gal- 
lery Floor, Breaking Exhibiters’ Cases 
and Doing Considerable Damage to the 
Great StructureeNearly 600 Feet of 
Roof Crushed In—Gifts to the Colum- 
bian Museum Cenatinue to Be Made= 
Directors’ Meeting Not Yet Held. 


Piles of heavy snow which have been heaped 
on the main roof of the Manufactures Building 
began sliding downward at 4 o’clock yester- 
day morning and crashing through the sub- 
sidiary roofs below. Every since the snow 
fell it has been a menace to safety and sky- 
lights, but not until yesterday morning, when 
the rain began falling, has there been suffi- 
cient warmth and moisture to start the ava- 
lanches. 

On the east side of the buildi and over 
the French section hundreds of tons of snow 
had accumulated. The first crash was early 
in the morning. With a sheer fall of 60 feet 
a great load came down and tore away 100 
feet of roofing in length and 20 feet wide. 
The mass dropped on the gallery floor, smash- 
ing the exhibit cases and piling the slush on 
the gallery and the main floor. That was the 
beginning. Before the day was over nearly 
600 feet of roof had been crushed in. No effort 
has been made to get the snow from the roof, 
as was done last year. The exhibiters were 
simply wurned to keep off the gallery floor 
during the middle of the day and to remove 
as fast as possible at othor times the displays 
which they had under the dangerous places. 

After the first fall there was a lapse of sev- 
eral hours. About 8 o'clock another great 
slide came down and tumbled into the French 
section. ‘Two others fell after 9 o’clock, and 
then for 300 feet the lower roof was open to 
‘the sky. Glass roofing was wedged into the 
floor, and heavy cast iron sheeting was bent 
and torn away. The entire length of the 
French section in the gallery was under an 
open sky. Meantime there was a stretch of 
100 or 200 feet north where occasional lights 
were broken, and the water ran through in 
rivulets, Over the Japanese section in the 
northeast pagt of the building an early 
morning slide crashed through. the roof, 
and covered boxes, containing pictures, with 
snow. The damage will amount to several 
hundred dollars. A little farther south, over 
the German section, dozens of lights were 
broken and the snow piled on the gallery 
floor. At 3 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the west side of the roof warmed up a little, 
there were two big slides, which treated the 
Austrian section to the same disaster which 
had befallen others. In the main the damage 
to ‘exhibits is comparatively slight, because 
most have been removed. It would cost 
thousands of dollars, however, to repair the 
roofs, if it were the intention of the Exposi- 
tion company todoso, But no heed is given 
to these damages. The usefulness of the build- 
ing has passed, from a World’s Fair stand- 
point. 


MORE GIFTS FOR THE MUSEUM, 


A Wagon Made of: Iilinois’Woods and a

The demand for electric 
motors all over the United States, the com- 
pany says, has so far superseded the demand 
for cable machinery that it has decided on 
changing its plant into one for the make of 
generators and motors of the greatest 
capacity. The business of electric rail- 
way appliances has for years been 
in the hands of two companies, and 
the General Electric and the Westinghouse 
people have controlled the market.

RELIEF ON A LARGE SOALE, 


Methods Will Not Avail in This 
Emergency. 

In’ & communication to Taz Trrauns W. R. 
Sterling says there is exceptional distress in 
Chicago and that it can be cured only by ex- 
ceptional means, rare discrimination veing 
necessary so as to avoid giving the unworthy 
that which should go to the worthy. He out- 


lines his plan as follows: 

I would venture to suggest that the entire city 
be subdivided into relief districts, all working 
under gue governing body,’/so arranged that the 
poor will be adequately cared for within the dis- 
tricts in which they reside and under such a sys- 
tem of registration that sufficient, but not du 
licated relief, can be assured to themin all 
cases from the society, church, or institution 
to which each individual case properly belongs. 
By such a comprehensive method,- controlled by 
well-known, active business-men whose names 
would command public confidence, we would be 
justified in expecting and  ieanee 6 that the 
quarters and dimes and the larger benevolent 
gifts so often wasted—at least in part—in dupli- 
cation and upon frauds, should be turned into 
this controlling Board of Relief, or given to such 
existing societies as the Rel ief and Aid and 
others upon whom would undoubtedly fall a 
large part of the actual financial relief work of 
this winter. It may be claimed that the machin- 
ery of, such an organization asI have suggested 
would be expensive. I admit that it would cost 
money, but I firmly believe that nothing short of 
such a scheme will be adequate to the emergency 
that confronts us, and I claim moreover that 
there is more good money being wasted here 
every month in misplaced charity than would 
pay the cost of the proposed organization many 
times over.

Chicago’s Leading Relief Organization 
Meagerly Supported. 

The report of the Chicago Relief and Aid 
Society to the Common Council contains the 
following statement: 

The amountof money contributed to is s0o- 
ciety is very generally supposed to bé much larger 
than it really is, ane attention is therefore asked 
to some facts regardi the subscriptions. The 

total amount subscri last year was $26,- 
955.14. The total number of subscribers was 
472. Inacity of over one and a quarter million 
people only 472 contributed anything toward the 
most extensive and most thoroughly erganized 
charity work in its limits. 

During the year ended Oct. 31, 1893, this 
society received 20,523 applications for aid 
and it rendered aid to’ 25,042 persons. It re- 
ceived in contributions about $27,000 and 
expended about $53,000, including the ex- 
penses which are ordinarily covered by the 
ae from bequests. Since Nov. 1 the so- 

ne, hee received about five times as many 
applications for ‘aid as during the same pe- 
riod of last year. The ability of the society 
to carry on its work and relieve cases of press- 
ing need depends entirely upon the amount of 
money voluntarily contributed toward it.

$277,321—Rep-rt of the Statistician of 
the Health Department on the Increase 
of Industries=Report of the Health 
Commissioner for the Month of Novem- 


ber-Municipal Notes, 

Supt. Crossette of the water office has just 
completed a comparative statement of the re- 
ceipts and expenditures of the water office for 
the months from May to December of 1892 
and 1893, which shows a net increase of reve- 


nue of $277,321, This report says: 

During the months of May, June. July, Angust, 
September, October, and ovember, 1892, the 
water office collections amounted to $1,742,667, 
For the same periods of 1893 there was collected 

1,057,514, a difference in favor of this year of 

214, 846. There were on the pay roll April 1, 
893, the last month of the previous administra- 
tion, 458 men. There have not nat any time 
since more than 340, a difference of 118 men. It 
cost to collect the above mendoned water rates 
in 1892 $172,860, while during the co rp 
ing period of 1893 the cost was $110,394, a —. 
ence of $62,474. The increase $277, 000 
thus figured out in this way: 
Increased collections 
Decrease in expenses 
Net inorease in revenue 

Of the total increase in collections $139,202 is 
the proportion of gain in the meter Goparmpont, 

and of this amount $50,000 represented old ac- 
counts long past due. During the months of 
July, August, and September, in which no dis- 
counts are allowed, a‘ saving was effected 
over = same period of the preceding year of

In nddition to this large additional collection 
the difference in the number of men employed 
and the saving of such a large sum in the way of 
expenses a system of bookkeeping lyas_ been in- 
augurated which was heretofore declared imprac- 
ticable, and many other improvements of a 
similar nature have been successfully inaugur- 
ated and established. The new schedule of water 
rates for the packing-house district will save the 
city $50,000 a year. The collection of the legal 
rates from the railroads will approximate 25 per 
cent more than ever paid before. The new con- 
tract with the Pullman company at Pullman and 
the removal ‘of the standpipes at Kensington, 
which supplied the Illinois Central with water at 
merely nominal rates, will. also be of great ad- 
vantage to the taxpayers.

For instance, a publishing 
firm may inclade printing, engraving, binding, 
and other lines, so that the above list of large in- 
dustries may include 500 firms which were count- 
ed more than once, 

The number of persons employed in stores 
is estimated at 6.875 males and 9,200 fe- 
males. Of che “sweat shops” the statistician 
says: 

In the manufacture and wholesale trade of 
wearing apparel! 10,000 females and 5,000 males 
are engaged. This line of business works in 
regular seasons with intervals of idleness. There 
are over nop workplaces, with 4,000 males, and 
7,000 females employed under the ordinance for 
the regulation of the manufacture of clothing. 
The business depression reduced the number of 
subcontractors for the clothing manufacturers 
but they will get to work again with the revival 
of business. the paper box factories 1,250 
females and 650 males are employed.

The number of persons vaccinated was 
14,670. There wore 246 cases of scarlet fever 
and 214 of diphtheria, as sqnion 475 of scarlet 
fever and 476 of diphtheria during the correspond- 
ing period last vear. The inspectors of meat 
condemned 124,974 pounds of meat. There were 
272 violations of the smoke ordinance and eleven 
abatements of such nuisances, eleven traceable 
to locomotives and ten to tugs.

MISERY IN LODGING-HOUSES, 


Specimen Stories of Misfortune Told from 
Ten-Cent Bunks. 

It was nearly midnight Friday when a search 
for destitute men was begun in the portion of 
the town known as the Levee. There were but 
few persons on the street, and though the 
pedestrian walked slowly down Clark, Dear- 
born, and the cross streets between Polk and 
Van Buren not a single man accosted him. 
At such a late hour most of the fortunates 
have found refuge in the public lodging- 
places, such: as the City Hall, the missions, 
and police stations. ‘ 

There were, however, many men in the 
lodging-houses and ‘these were visited. In 
one of the Clark street resorts were found 
thirty men huddled about the stove. Some 
of ‘them were sleepimg on the floor and sev- 
eral had divested themselves of their under- 
wear in order to dry out near the fire. Desti-

Strange Mortality Amete "these Whe Visit 
the Shrine of Mecca, 

According to the official returns 6f the 
Health Commissioner of Bombay, of 91,00 
pilgrims who left that city for Mecca dtrins 
the last eight years only 60,900 have come 
back. Thirty pilgrims in every hundred Have 
perished in every year of that period, and very 
many of those who have survived to réturn 
home have come back oply to die of disease 
contracted on the pilgrimage. The facts ad- 
duced go to prove that. the pilgrims do not 
carry disease with them from India. Accord- 
ing to the New York Sun, there isa rigid in-

associations might thereby be made the v ~ 
of what is mere carelessness on the part of some 
of their officers. The result of the publication 
of such a state of affairs would be ver 
injurious to the association and of no aé@bua 
good to the public. Building and loan asseci- 
ations are very much like savings banks, in 
that their stockholders, when they have rea- 
son to believe that anything is wrong with the 
management, take fright and immediately 
give notice of witdrawal, the result being the 
embarrassment, it not ruin,: of the associa- 
tion. Under the course pursued by «the 
Auditor associations in this condition are 
straightened up and put upon a sound _ busi- 
ness basis, and with their assets unimpajrod 
continue to be. useful institutions in ir 
communities. The Auditor has been in some 
quarters criticised for not making public the 
result of each examination as fast as it is 
completed, but after careful consideration of 
the subject he is convinced that to do 80 in 
all cases would be to work a hardship to 
many associations without any benefit to the 
public, except, perhaps, the satisfaction of 
idle curiosity. 

Many associations have been found with 
features whichare not expressly authorized 
by the law and which have been found not to 
be susceptible of immediate correction. 
Among these is included the issue of paid up, 
prepaid, and interest bearing stock. e 
associations have been found which have is- 
sued this stock in large amounts and if re- 
‘aquired to retire and‘ cancei the same upon 
short notice their ruin would be assured. In 
dealing with the associations 1¢ is the inten- 
tion of the Auditor to protect and help therm, 
so far as lies within his powerand is consist- 
ent with the discharge of the.duty which the 
law imposes upon him. He will, however, re- 
fuse to protect any association at the expense 
of the public and will quickly expose to the 
public print ahy practice on the part of asso- 
ciations that will result in the injury of the 
public. 

The Public Will Be Surprised. 


The forthcoming report of the Auditor on 
building and loan associations, which is now 
in the hands of the printer, will show these 
institutions to be greater in point of numbers 
and amount ot assets than popular mind 
would suppose. It will show that the masses 
have accumulated in these institutions a sum 
of money no less than $75,000,000. Build- 
ing and loan associations are preéminently 
the financial institutions closest to the poor. 
Their securities cénsist largely of .mortgages 
on the homes of their members. Their funds 
represent ina large measure the savings of 
wage-earners. “They are, therefore, institu- 
tions which deserve a jealous guardianship, 
and such the Auditor conceives it to be his 
duty to exercise over them. 

To those, however, who have been laboring 
under the:impression that the coming report 
of the Auditor will include the resuits of a 
year’s examinations the report will be some- 
what disappointing. It is unfortunate that 
the year rere by the Auditor’s annual re- 
port is not ident with the year in which 
all associations are to be examined. The in- 
spection law went into effect July 1, and ex- 
aminations of alisocieties are made between 
July of one year and July of the next. The 
report of the office is made for the year énd- 
ing . 1, however. Of the 600 associations 
which have reports on file at Springfield over 
‘800 hail from Chicago and Cvok County. 
The work of inspection began in July, and ap- 

rs to have progressed slowly. Of the Cook 
Jounty associations but forty have been ex- 
amined. The examination is designed to be 
quite exhaustive, judging from _ the form of 
instruction given examiners. Securities of 
all kinds are to be examined, as well as ac- 
counts general and individual. The proper 
protection of associations in the matter of ip 
surance is looked after, the eonnections of 
officers with other institutions are investi- 
gated. and in case of — to officers or un- 
usually large loans of any character the realty 
valuation is to be confirmed. . 

The range of work necessary to a full ex- 
amination is great. Societies in some cases 
are passed on in a day or twe, while in other 
cases unsatisfactory bookkeeping methods 
embarrass examiners: In the case of the 
American Building and Loam Association, a 
national of this city, which has in the past 
achieved considerable uneriviable notoriety, 
for example, three men have been at work 
for sixty days. This association has 7,000 
open accounts with members and as many 
more which have been closed by maturity or 
withdrawal. In selecting examiners the Aud- 
itor has aimed to secure men familiar not 
only with bollding and loan accounts, but in 
a general» way with property values in the dis- 
tricts which the associations operate. The 
method of examination is briefly outlined 
above by Mr. Gore. From the , nature of 
things an intelligent inspection of the affairs 
of 600 societies, scattered from Carbondale 
and*Cairo to Galena and Chicago, is consider- 
able of an undertaking. 

Where There Has Been Gross Error. . 


The building and loan’ system of Illinois 
has grown to immense proportions within a 
decade with practically no official supervision 
or even recognition. Charters have been ge- 
cured without difficuity, hundreds of little 
societies have been started, and until very re- 
cently a successful political party could have 
been formed in Illinois out of people who 
knew all abouta buildi society and feit 
perfectly capable of operating one.. Building 
and loan accounts, especially of associations 
} managed on the common Philadelphia or 
| serial plamyare intricate at best, and in the 
hands of well-meaning butchers, grocers, and 
blacksmiths it is not surprising that gross er- 
rors have crept in and been perpetuated. 

The examinations have not been carried 
forward to such a point as to warrant a gen- 
eral statement as to the condition of the build- 
ing society business. Of the forty associa- 
tions in Chicago and suburbs the Auditor has 
called on ten to make changes of more or 
less importante in methods of bookkeeping 
or in securities taken. Two have been called 
on to explain practices which have every ap- 

rance of irregularity. One of these is the 
asonic Globe, the affairs of which have been

. Avy Secretary ’ will admit that his op- 
portunities for dishonest practice are numer- 
ous, and so long as members repose ali con- 
fidence in him and will not come out in mass 
to meetings where reports are read and dis- 
cussed, the conditions cannot be materially 
remedied.

Danger from Dishonesty. 

The danger is not so much from absolute 
thievery as from the more insidious form of 
dishonesty which takes the form of a con- 
ar" of offices to divert association prof- 
its. The range here is unlimited. 

The Secretary of an association, for ex- 
ample, may be interested in a bank with 
which deposits are made. He may purposely 
turn down applications for loansso that the 
bank may have the benefit of the deposits, 
The ent Ad > ayer er cover this nape by 

gesting usiness connection of of- 
Seles be looked into. A clique may be 
formed with the connivance of the Secretary 
to buy in the stock of withdrawing members 
at a sacrifice, thereby diverting a profit which 
should accrue to the association. Directors 
have been known to pass on loans to them- 
selves through “‘ straw men” on property 
Without security value. These methods are 
far more dangerous than the ap mooeeing & 
salaries to officers not contemplated by law 
or similar irregularities which will at once at- 
tract the attention of the Auditor. 

To return to the irregularities arising from 
carelessness, there is the failure of the asso- 
ciations to have properly indorsed insurance 
policies protecting their interests; the mis- 

cement of trust deeds and mortgage evi- 
ences of indebtedness, and failure to prop- 
erly divide profits. | 
in nearly all of these cases changes are 
made readily and the associations are ready 
to continue without further interference, 
With but few exceptions associations take 
kindly to changes suggested. The State 
Lepgue which really secured the passage of 
the law of this year has codperated with the 
State Department and the running fire of 
‘* opinions’? promulgated by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Moloney has served to at least call the 
attention of'societies to their shortcomings, 
These opinions have attracted considerable 
comment and no end of criticism. They 
have covered nearly every point which the 
supposititious seeker after building society 
knowledge might care to bring up. Some of 
them are unquestionably sound and might be 
classed’as decisions; others are more prop- 
erly classed as at present under the style of 
“ Gpinions.’’ The opinion regarding paid 
up stock is practically ignored by the Auditor. 
It is held in this that any issue of paid up 
stock is unauthorized, but a later opinion as 
to the sale of stock in old series is in appar- 


hepa with it. Mr. Gore holds that any 


rt to have associations with paid up stock 
in force change their,entire plan in sixty days 
would be ruinous and so he ignores the 
opinion except so far as quoting the text of it 
in advisory manner goes. 
It is evident that the general agitation of 
whole question which has attended the 
adoption of the State inspection law will tend 
to the improvement of the system. Next 
year’s examinations will be conducted with 
much less difficulty than those of the current 
year. The State Departinent will this year 
establish a starting point from which future 


operations may be carried forward. Next ‘ 


year’s reports too will be an improvement 
on those of this year, as many points of vital 
and statistical interest will be added. Next 
oe of reports will show the number of mem- 

rs of associations borrowing and non-bor- 
roWing and will also show the earnings of the 
year as a separate item. This isa vital omis- 
sion in the present reports. 

Attacks on the Fee System, 

As to the character of the examinations 
there is naturally some difference of opinion. 
Some associations claim that they are thor- 
ough in character, while others insist that 
they do not get value received. The feeling 
in Chicago is that the examinations so far 
made have been exhaustive and that compe- 
tent men are being employed. The question 
of fees causes some little friction, and on this 
point the experience of Mr. Gore has been 
rather amusing. 

He attempted to make capital out of an at- 
tack on the fee system of his predecessors in 
reference to insurance interests and succeed- 
ed'in having a flat appropriation made for the 
insurance department. The building and 
loan inspection law was passed too late to se- 
cure any appropriation, and so the fee system 
which was op by him in. reference to in- 
Sufance companies is practiced of necessity 
by him in reference to building societies, In- 
apectors charge $7 a day and expenses, and 

fees not only have to cover the field ex- 
pénses but the office expenses of the depart- 
ment. 


"The present State inspection system will 


have a tendency to discourage the formation 
of new building societies where they are not 
neéded and to weed out weak organizations 
which should never have come into existence. 
It. is admitted that there are too many asso- 
ciations in Chicago. One strong, honestly 
conducted society, doing a volume of business 
large enough to warrant the employment of 
a Capable business-man as Secretary; having 
sufficient —eee for loans to insure the 
selection of sufe advances and an abundance 
of funds to meet such applications can better 
cotiserve the interests of small investors than 
a half dozen weak institutions which cannot 
afford a business management.

CHEAPER STEEL IS PROMISED. 


Improved Metheds May Work a Revolu- 


tion in the Trade, 

New York 7ribune: An announcement has 
been made at Pittsburg within a few days 
which possesses great commercial and scien- 
tific importance, and renders possible a seri- 
ous revolution in the steel industry. 

Nearly all of the steel of commerce except 
that used for tools and ordnance is now made 
by either the Bessemer or ‘‘open hearth” 
process, In both iron is enipldyed which has 
already undergone at least one refining 
operation in a furnace since leaving 
the mine. The *“‘chamge’”’ put into a Besse- 
mer ‘* converter ’’ consists entirely of pigiron, 
selected with special reference to the amount 
and nature of the impurities therein. and cost- 
in; about $12 a ton at present. When the 
metal is treated by the open hearth process a 
different qunntity of pig, costing $1 ation 
less, may be u for a portion of -the charge, 
say 75 per cent, and the remainder consists 
of “scrap,’”’ which is a_ trifle cheaper. 
The -proportions are varied considerably 
by different makers, the quality of the ma- 
terial and the use to which the product is to 
be devoted being kept in mind. As the flame 
in a reverbatory furnace tends to barn out 
some of the carbon already in’ the metal, a 
modification of the open. hearth system, 
known as the Martin process, has been widely 
adopted. This provides for a bath of melted 
castiron, abounding in carbon, into which the 
rest of the charge is added piecemeal as ra 
idly as is practicable without chillmg the. bath. 

Another form ofiiron known as * sponge,” 
and in some. respeets superior to pig, nay, 
however, be substituted for the latter in 
this industry if it can only be produced 
= enough. Sponge iron is ofe from 
which the oxygen has been removed by asso- 
ciation with carbon, solid or gaseous, under a 
degree of heat considerably lower than that 
required for smelting, and its. superiority 
is due to the . . that whatever im- 
purity is .left°*o in it is. held. in 
the mass of *-perots metallic iron 
mechanically, and not.chemically. - Experts 
have long looked upon sponge iron as prom- 
ising great things for the steel industry, but 
until recently it has never been possible to 
obtain it cheaply. Dsually ore was treated 
with solid coal. pote n gases would 
also do the work ‘éffectively, but only ona 
small scale. Within a few years, however, 
Charles Adams of St. uis has. de- 
veloped a plan for thoroughly “‘ reducing” 
the ore in large quantities with gas, and the 
system has been so perfected that it is pos- 
sible thereby to make sponge iron, wholesale, 
for $4.50 or less per ton. Further iriven- 
tions by Thomas S. Blair Jr. of Pittsburg 
render the sponge still more available for the 
open hearth treatment. These relate niainly 
to a form of hearth adapted to a freer use of 
lime with iron abounding in silica. 

In making sponge by Mr. Adams’ method 
a current of gas at red heat is passed through 
the ore and in much less time than is required 
to produce pig the iron is deoxidized per- 
fectly. By instant removal of the masse. to 
the hearth the metal cannot only be used 
used before it has grown cool (thereby im- 
— less of a tax on the steel-making 

eat source), but a fresh oxidization is 
avoided. It is proposed that every furnace 
have its own reducing plant directly associated 
with it, therefore, According to Mr. Blair, 
the cost of reducing the ore to sponge is only 
80 cents a ton. a this is fully met by the in- 
creased facility with which the conversion 
into steel is etfected on the hearth. \ With’ the 
same amount-of labor, fue! and fixed charges, 
it is alleged that the output of steel in a given 
time is increased 50 per.cent. ~ 

For a time it was believed possible to use 
sponge exclusively for stock in the Adams- 
Blair process, but at present a little pig is 
considered necessary. In production on a 
large scale, say 1,000 tons of ingote per day, 
the cost per ton is estimated as follows: 
Three-fourths of a ton of sponge, $3.38; 
one-fourth of a ton of *‘non-Bessemer 

$2.75; waste amounting to 12% 

cent, 77 cents; conversion, $5; 
$11.90. By the Bessemer process 
the stock would cost $12 a ton, to which $1.50 
for waste and $5 for conversion would have 
to be added, giving a total of $18.50 per ton 
of ingots. ** Canversion”’ is a term here 
used to include the coal and labor, use of 
plant, office rent, and interest. Itis generally 
conceded that the cost of conversion by’ the 
open hearth and Bessemer process is virtually 
the same. Thus, it now seemns possible that 
steel can be made for $6.60 iess a ton than for- 
merly, although a royalty of $2 a ton may be 
exacted by the patentees of: the new method 
foratime, Not only will the product of the 
Adams-Blair system be cheaper, but it may 
also prove better in quality; for, as already 
indicated, the phosphorus and silicon are in 
merely mech&nical combination with the 
metal in thé sponge, and are eliminated by 
the use of lime in the furnace as slag. 

Within the last three or four years experi- 
ments have been made at several furnaces in 
Pittsburg, Indianapolis, and elsewhere with 
this process, and over 2,000 tons of ingots 
have thus far been turned. out. Experts who 
have looked into the several operations and 
the product express confidence in the new 
scheme, and steps are now being taken to 
capitalists to utilize it commercially,

Rents have been doubled 
over and over again, and in 
some cases have reached such a point that 
they threaten the business incomes of the 
people paying them. Only certain profitable 
lines of business will be able to stand the 
heavy fixed charges of State street rentals. 
Lines which are from their nature less profit- 
able will be forced on to other streets. A 
general movement of minor lines will tend to 
give a retail character to many down-town 
streets. 7 

The change in La Salle street, for example, 
may be taken to illustrate what may be ex- 
pected in an expansion of the retail district. 
The demands of La Salle ‘street owners for 
high ground floor rents foreed agents up to 
higher floors and so. increased the number of 
offices eligible for agents.

Preparations Made for a Fiat Building 
Improvement on Archer Avenue. 

A six-story store and flat building is to be 
erected at the northeast corner of Dearborn 
street and Archer avenue. This corner has 
long been occupied by a one-story frame 
store, which is now being removed to make 
room for the new building. The exterior 
walls will be of pressed brick with buff Bed- 
ford stone trimmings.

The building adjoining this one on the east as 
shown in the picture is also to be constructed 
during the next few months at a cost of $20,- 
000. It will befive stories high and arranged 
for stores and flats. _Work on the foundation 
has already been commenced.

Here 
infinitesimal creatures bore into the hardest 
substances, so that large whalebones have 
been found almost me. devoured by these 
countless hordes of insects. A wrecked ship 
becomes a favorite abode of all kinds of ma- 
rine fauna and is consumed within a few years 
after the catastrophe. Strange to say, iron 
vessels decay sooner than others. Animals 
do not molest them, but the sea water attacks 
them with fatal effect, being able to dissolve 
them in a short time. 

Gold and platinum ornaments and glass 
articles and the cinders from the smokestacks 
of steamers are proof against the submarine 
destructive elements. If, therefore, in the 
ages to come, the ocean beds are laid high 
and dry, neither the bones of men and ani- 
mals nor wrecks of boats and ships will re- 


-main to testify of the present organic life on 


the globe. Some profound genius may then 
arise and prove the existence of steam navi- 
gation by the indestructible cinders. 

Judging from the rapid progress made in 
submarine -explorations by the present yen- 
eration such ingenious deductions may safely 
be ascribed ‘to the next. It is hoped that the 
interest in this new science will increase, as 
the seas cover nearly three-fourths of the 
whole earth's surface. The unveiling of their 
secrets promises also a more intimate ac- 
quaintance with the interior of our globe.

| | Preducing musical tones by friction was a 


discovery of the earliest ages, and was proba- 
bly evolved by chance from the effect of 
drawing one piece of material across another, 
producing an effect which, from itr very sim- 
plicity, demanded attention. Thus was created 
the principal! musical instrument of past 
centuries, for the violin undoubtedly emanat- 
ed from this crude form of frictional sound, 
But we have’fiddled our way from the rude 
tomtom music of our ancestors into an age 
of clear, accurate, and harmonious sounds, 
until it seems as if the sweet voice of nature 
was actually transferred into wooden boxes, 
held in place by strings. and unlocked by a 
magic bow. 

There is no musical instrument with which 
the younger generations become so thurough!y 
acquainted, or about which so many mYemories 
of delightful hours of childhood have been 
passed, as in the reading of the many nursery 
rhymesin which the fiddle so often appears. 
Witness: 

Hey diddle diddle, 
The cat and the fiddle. 


In this connection the violin, or viol as it 
was formerly called, has been the foundation 
of the thorough musical training of some of 
the greatest composers, and it has been said 
there is nothing in which the power of art is 
so thoroughly shown as in playmg the violin. 
But this true saying has‘gone unheeded by 
many who play that instrament today. There 
is another striking and witty, but wise, saying 
which explains the’ complications of the vio- 
lin in this: “That Heaven reward the man 
who first hit upon the very original notion of

sawing the bowels of a cat with the tail of a 
horse.”’ 

The German violin of the ninth centtiry, 
called lyra, was a pear-shaped instrument 
with a short neck, but the fiddler was only al- 
lowed one string upon which to fiddle the 
notes of his lurid music. 

In the Paris collections of the elevent 
century the violin is illustrated as rounded on 
both ends and tapering to the center of the 
sides. Three strings are fastened from the 
lower end to the top, and a crooked bow 
forming a triangle goes with the instrument. 
A small slit through the front board to the 
side of the strings forms an opening through 
which the fingers of the hand pressing the 
strings can operate.

ers finds striking i}lustration in the First Ward, 
At the meeting of the Democratic Ward club 
Friday Ald. Coughlin and other speakers 
boasted that most of the suspect notices had 
been sent out to Republicans. This seems to 
be confirmed by the reports made by Cough- 
lin’s workers at the meeting in question. 
Thus it appears that of the 1,464 notices sent 
out in that ward 2283 were to voters ‘in the 
Sixteenth District, who are mostly colored 
men, and presumably Republicans. In the 
Hinky Dink (Ninth) Precinct, where 204 
were registered Tuesday, only 67 were sent 
out. The voters of the Ninth District are 
Democrats. The Democratic election officers 
** protect the suspects.”’ They “ stand!by their 
registration.”” The Republican election offi- 
cers are too mild to assert themselves, Other 
instances of Democratic effectiveness and Re- 
publican weakness could be adduced from 
this ward. 


Tuere should be a searching investigation 
of the charges made in reference to natural- 
ization frauds in the Twenty-ninth Ward. It 
has been frequently pointed out in these col- 
umns that the number of minor papers issued 
was out of all due proportion to the number 
of what may be called final papers. It is so 
much easier to become a full-fledged voter 
through the medium of the minority paper 
than through the second papers that the well- 
coached foreigner usudily sought for the minor- - 
ity papers. He had not to produce first papers. 
If he had an elastic conscience and a sponsor 
also with an elastic conscience the thing was 
easy enough. There is little doubt that 
thousands of final papers have been obtained 
fraudulently in the way indicated, It always 
has been difficult to follow up the frauds. 
The foreigners are loath to tell on one another. 
They affect ignorance of the language of the 
country when it serves the purpose of con- 
cealment. But there seems to be an opening 
now in the case of the Stock-Yards batch. 
There should be a full investigation and the 
persons who sought naturalization papers 
through fraud and those who vouched for 
them should be prosecuted. The prosecution 
will be in the United States Court and that 
is something for the cause of justice. 


VOTE FOR HOPKINS AND LOW WAGES. 

The streets of Chicago are full of unem- 
ployed men. They are hunting for work, but 
they are unable to find it. The factories 
where they once labored are closed, and there 
is no prospect of their immediate reopening. 
Where a man is offered employment it is at 
wages far below those he has .been receiving, 
and so low that he wouid have refused them 
indignantly a year ago. 

To these men who have no work or have 
little work and poor pay, the Democratic 
leaders of Chicago say *“ vote for Hopkins for 
Mayor next week, not because he is the best 
man for Mayor, but because a vote for him 
will be an indorsement of Cleveland and of the 
tariff bill he favors, and will be an instruction 
tothe Democratic Congressmen from this 
city to vote and work for that bill.’ Are the 
unemployed, ready to vote for Hopkins on 
that understanding? Are they anxious to go 
on record as in favor of a bill which tempo- 
rarily has deprived them of work and which 
will cut down wages permanently? 

All those wage-earners who still back up 
Cleveland in his demands, and Wilson in his 
bill, must have made up their minds to accept 
a deep cut in wages without strikes or riots. 
All such men can vote consistently for Hop- 
kins for Mayor, because he advocates ardent- 
ly the low tariff bill which Cleveland is push- 
ing in Congress. But those voters who do not 
want to leave their jobs or to have their wages 
cut down, all business made stagnant, and 
hard times continued for years, consistently 
cannot do otherwise than vote against Hop- 
kins and his low wages and scanty work crowd 
when it is announced that a vote for Hopkins 
is a vote for Cleveland and the Wilson bill. 

The record shows that last year Chicago 
gave Cleveland and a ‘tariff for revenue 
only”’’ a majority of over 36,000 and elected 
five men to Congress—Black, Hunter, Mc- 
Gann, Durborow, and Goldzier—to carry out 
the low wages policy. If at the ensuing elec- 
tion the voters of this city should say at the 
polis that upon sober second thought they had 
changed their minds and at present were op- 
posed decidedly toa low wage tariff and to 
the continuation of hard times, such a vote 
would have a powerful effect in Congress, 
especially on the Illinois delegation and the 
five Chicago Congressmen who fancy that they 
are instructed by last year’s vote to help pass 
a bill such as the Wilson one. 

If fresh instructions were given them a 
year later and in defiance of the latest 
mandate they persisted in voting for a bill 
to flood this country with cheap, labor Euv- 
ropean goods at the expense of home indusg- 
tries and home work and wages, they would 
simply dig their own political graves. That, 
however, is something which all politicians 
shrink from. They dread antagonizing the 
majority of their constituents, especially 
when election day is drawing near. 

Therefore those men who wish to recall the 
instructions of November, 1892, will not vote 
for Mr. Hopkins, for the Democratic leaders 
say that a vote for him will bea vote against 
reconsideration. The Democratic Congress- 
men from this city will so take it. But the 
men who are content to accept low wages, 
hard work, and hard times will vote for Hop- 
kins, and thus notify Gen. Black and his col- 
leagues to put through the wage-cytting Wil- 
son bill at the earliest possible moment. 


CHICAGO MUST TAKE CARE OF ITS DES- 
TITUTE, 

It needs no investigation to establish the 
fact that never before in the history of Chica- 
go have so many men been out of work. The 
police stations, the City Hall, the poor-house, 
the bridewell, the various missions and refuges, 
and some of the churches afford ocular dem- 
onstration that thousands of men are desti- 
tute, tha they have no way to proctiré food, 
and that many of them are shelterless. The 
hard times and absence of employment have 
made them burdens upon the com ity, and 
they must be cared for, and cared for all this 
winter, for there is no indication that relief of 
any kind -will come to them before spring 
opens with milder weather, and even then 
work may be as hard to find as now. They 
must be tided over the winter in any event. 
‘There is a large number more, not to be found 
in these places, but in their own homes, strug- 
gling with pinching poverty, who will need 
help though they may not ask for if until they 
are compelled to do so. 

Thus an extraordinary number of destitute 
persons must be cared for this winter. 
doubtedly among them, and particularly 
among those who crowd publi¢ places nights, 
there are many professional tramps, who al- 
ways flock into the cities in winter: *'Phey de- 
serve little help and it would be better for the 
others if they could be sifted out and made to 
move on elsewhere. If this were done there 
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caring for them. There is no question that. 
Chicago will take care of its poor and unfort- 
unate, as it always has done, but considering 
the extraordinary character of the demand 
upon charity the work will have to be 
organized well and systematically. . Al- 
ready many agencies are at work 
and the humane are flooding the 
papers and the authorities with all kinds of 
suggestions, some of thei excellent and some 


charity may be wasted by inexperienced 
though well meant plans for help and there 
is still greater danger of wholesale imposi- 
tion. There should be some central authority, 
chosen for experience and practical knowl- 
edge, with power to manage the distribution 
and secure lodgings and food and clothing if 
necessary. So far as children, especially 
school children, are concerned the work al- 
ready is in good hands and they will be 
looked after and cared for. But so far as 
adults are concerned the question is 
different. They must be “looked after 
at once. As the subject may come up in 
the Council Monday evening Alder- 
manic wisdom may suggest a practi- 
cal method of relieving their wants and car- 
rying them through the winter. If it does 
not, then the citizens themselves must sug- 
gest some well considered and thoroughly or- 
ganized system of charity administered by 
some central authority, in which all classes 
have confidence, and to which they can send 
money or contributions with the confidence 
they will be used to the best advantage. 
Something must be done and that something 
must be done right away. Chicago must take 
care of its poor. . 


EFFECTIVE WORK FOR SWIFT. 

Now for work in. the wards. The registra- 
tion is completed. The revision is practically 
over. Thetask to which the Republican man- 
agers must devote themselves now is to get 
out the Republican vote. "This can be done 
best by the ward organizations. They should 
be in session every evening from now until 
election day. The canvass of the precincts 
must be thorough. Every voter should be 
urged to goto the polls and to express his 
choice for Mayor. The arguments in favor 
of the election of Mr. Swift—and they are 
numerous and cogent—should be addressed 
to every voter.

The destiny of the World’s Fair buildings 
‘has been determined. They have been turned 
over to the South Park Commissioners aloag 
with $200,000 in cash,and the Commissioners, 
when times get a little better and the demand 
for steel and glass improves, will pull them 
down and make money out of the salvage. As 
they have shown sufficient business ability to 
drive a profitable bargain with the Exposition 
direct ors, they will no doubt be able to dis-

a@ man ner as to clear a tidy profit. 

In view of all the Exposition has done for 
» Jackson Park; directly and indirectly, the di- 
‘rectors ought not to have been called on to pay a 
cent. But they are anxious.vo close up their 
affairs and get out before spring, when their 
terms of office expire. They have worked hard 
for several years and they want to take a rest. 
They felt that they were somewhat in the 
power of the Commissioners and that perhaps 
the best thing to do was to submit to a little 
gouging. They were told also by persons in 
whose judgment they had co#ffidence that if 
they were forced to go ahead and remove the 
buildings themselves during the continuance 
of the present hard times it would cost them 
fully $200,000.

THE BANKRUPTCY BILL KILLED. 
‘Phe striking out of the enacting clause of 
the Torrey bankruptcy bill by a vote of 142 
to111 shows that no legislation on this sub- 
ject need be expected from the present Con- 


gress. The people will have to get along the 


best they can with the defective, differing in- 
solvent laws of the States, The action of the 


House will bea grave disappointment to the. 


commercial and business interests of the 
United States, which were unanimous in sup- 
port of the bill, All the principal commer- 
cial bodies of every section of the couzitry, 
representing all interests, bave asked for its 
passage. The bill which was voted down 
Friday has been under consideration for 
years. Ithas been modified from time to 
time, as the result of searching criticism, un- 
til freed from ail defects, Under it the 
estates of insolvents could be economically 
administered, so that honest creditors would 
get their rights and hdhest debtors would not 
be oppressed. 

The Torrey bill was reported bya Demo- 
cratic committee and the Chairman of that 
committee, Mr. Oates of Alabama, made a 
good fight for it. But it was beaten by Dem- 
ocratic votes and for reasons which were gen- 
erally demagogical, Thusit was claimed by 
some Democrats that it would not do for their 
party to pass a bankruptcy bill, because such 
laws had been adopted only by Federalist, 
Whig, or Republican Congresses. Other 
Democrats from the South, whence most of 


the opposition came, asserted that though the . 


Constitution gave Congress the power to pass 
a bankruptcy law, yet éuth legislation was 
objectionable because it was ** evidence of the 
vicious tendency of the times towards pa- 
ternalism and the centralization of power, and 
the constant effort to thrust the officious hand 
of iawinto all thé affairs of human life.’ 
Such Democrats objected to the * officious 
hand ”’ of the General Government, but found 
no fault with the officious hands of forty-four 
States meddling “ with all the affairs of 


The great objection raised to the bill, how- 
ever, was that it was in the interest of the 
creditor and against that of the debtor class, 
Naturally that cry was heard the loudest from 
Southern Democrats like Bland, who were so 
solicitous for the welfare of Southern debtors 
that they wanted the General Govefnment to 
provide them with cheap silver dollars worth 
only 50 cents to be used in the payment of 
their debts. Mr. Bland and the Mississippi 
and Texas Democrats declared that the bill 
was for the benefit of the bankers, and _ thefe- 
fore it ought to be beaten. 

The truth is that the honest debtor would 
have nothing to fear from the Torrey bill. 
The dishonest debtor, who is permitted by 
ineffective State laws to defraud his creditors 
and to turn over to his relatives what ought to 
go to his creditors, would fare worse under 
the Torrey bill. These are the debtors in 
whom Mr. Bland and his Democratic col- 
leagues seem to take a warm and continuing 
interest, and the defeat of the Torrey bill is in 
their special benefit. 


THE COURT SHOULD ACT PROMPTLY. 

McDonald, the President of the Guarantee 
Investment company, which was exposed by 
Tus Trisung, had a fair trial before Judge 
Grosscup in the United States District Court. 
An impartial jury found him and two of his 
accomplices guilty, and ‘the Judge sentenced 
him to pay a fine of a thousand dollars and 
to be imprisoned in jail for eleven months. 
The Postoffice authorities have followed along 
in the path marked out for them by this paper 
and the jury in Judge Grosseup’s court, and 
have resolved upon a Vigorous warfare against 
all such schemes as that of the Guarantee In- 
vestment company. The verdict of the peo- 
ple is in favor of the jailing of McDonald and 
the banishment of these lottery schemes from 
the mails. 

McDonald, however, has taken an appeal 
from the District Court to the Court of Ap- 
peals and the latter has suspended for the 
time being the enforcement -of the jail sen- 
tence and allowed the man to go free on his 
bail of $5,000. 
will be heard when the case ‘‘is reached in 
regular order.’’ Cannot the Judges of the 
Court of Appeals do better than that and ex- 
pedite this case somewhat? These words 
“regular order’? have a very far-away, pro- 
crastinating sound to them, as if the appeal 
would not be reached for months, and in the 
meantime McDonald would be walking the 
streets to all intents and purposes a free man. 
Justice to be éffective should be swift. If 
Judge Grosscup is to be sustained and Mc. 
Donald to be jailed the sooner he is locked 
up the better. 

The Postoffice authorities would also like to 
know as soon as possible what the Court of 
Appeals is going to do. If it intends to reverse 
the law as laid down by Judge Grosscup and 
say that these bond schemes by means of 
which so many people have lost their money 
are innocent. the use of the mails cannot be 
refused to those who are running the bond 
business. By all means let this appeal be 
taken up out of its regular order for the pur- 
pose of promoting justice. Itis better to do 
violence to the routine of a court, even of a 
Federal one, than to give the people occasion 
to think that justice is very slow in her deal- 
ings with certain classes of offenders who are 
able to get high-priced lawyers and wealthy 
bondsmen. 


OUR EDUCATED WOMEN. 
Durmg the last week a new and notable de- 
parture has been made by Howard University 
in abolishing its “‘annex”’ as a separate insti- 
tution and in accepting it, under the name of 
Radcliffe College, as a part of the university 
itself. Hereafter, therefore, women who suc- 
cessfully have completed the Radcliffe Col- 
lege course will be granted the Harvard de- 
gree instead of merely the somewhat empty 
honor of a “certificate.” This fact, that 
the oldest and, as a whole, the best 
equipped and most distinguished univer- 
sity in the land now largely is thrown open to 
women, calls attention toa revolution in so- 
ciety which is perhaps the most significant 
change that is passing overthe country. Less 
than thirty years ago Vassar led the way in 
offering a full college course to women stud- 
ents; Wellesley, Smith, and Bryn Mawr fol- 
lowed the examp'e, each taking on special feat- 
ures, while the opening of most of the leading 
universities of the West to women as well as men 
has resulted in making the higher education 
of women not only an accomplished fact but 
the legitimate ambition and aim of nearly 
every bright young woman in the country. 
The question arises— What are all thesé edu- 
cated women to de? Time enough now has 
elapsed since the first ‘‘ sweet girl-graduates ”’ 
startled the proprieties with their novel ac. 
complishments to discover the actual results 
and tendencies of these new factors in the 
modern social order. At the firat glance the 
answer to the questiqn appears to be that 
large numbers of women are prepared for 
careers as teachers, editors, doctors, oles came 
ministers, and other positions that 
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tion and of statistics reveals the fact that 
much the larger proportion choose 
no “‘career,” but are absorbed again 
into their own homes, or are engaged in the 
formation of other homes ‘of their own, which 
become centers of culture in the communi- 
ties where they live. Thus they are elevating 
the standard of life throughout the country. 
This is the sphere in which the higher educa. | 
tion of women is to be felt most widely and’ 
practically. 

This may seem a small outcome for a large 
amount of special study, but it has a closer 
relation to our American development than 
commonly is supposed. In the early years of 
the present century, when cities were smaller, 


}. business and professional life less exacting, and 


distractions and excitements fewer, we read 


much of the delightful features of life in_ 


country towns, especially in New England. 
Social life in these localities was led and con- 
trolled by refined and intelligent women. 
Many men, leaders in thought and public 
affairs today, bearing testimony as to their 
“formative influences,” have traced much 
‘of their achievement to the homes 
which were inspired by the well-rounded cult- 
ure of these women, their mothers and sis- 
ters. But the great cities have absorbed the 
small towns, and with the process these de- 
lightful cénters of choice and refined exist- 
ence largely have disappeared. If the best 
influences are again to be brought to bear 
upon family and’ neighborhood life one of 
our chief hopes rests on the. infusion of the 
women graduates from our colleges into gen- 
eral society. Society and the home are as im- 
portant fields for the exercise of woman’s in- 
telligence as the lectureship or the professor- 
ial chair, and women who feel within them a 
passion for doing great things here will find 
ample scope for proving their powers. 

The arguments of the opponents of the 
higher education of women have changed 
completely within a generation. First, it was 
declared to be indelicate, if not immoral, for 
a woman to desire to go to college; next, that 
she was mentally incompetent; then that she 
was physically inadequate. All of these theo- 
ries in turn having been refuted by the logic 
of actual facts, a new bugbear was seen in the 
anticipation that it would destroy a woman's 
prospect of marriage and unfit her for social 
life. But this, too, must go. The larger num- 
ber of college graduates prefer a home to a 
career. They carry into these homes and into 
the social circle their larger views of life and 
things. It is here, although but little noted 
at present, that the influence of women of the 
new order is likely to be most helpful and 
powerful. 


DEMOCRATS EXPLAIN THEIR LATE DE- 
FEAT. 

Tue Trisune printed last. Sunday the rea- 
sons assigned by Senator Sherman, ex-Speak- 
er Reed, and other prominent Republicans 
for the victories won by their party in the 
November election. It prints this morning 
the explanations made *by Chairman Wilson 
of the Ways and Means committee and by 
William M. Springer of the recent defeats of 
their party in the Northern States. 

Mr. Wilson ascribes those defeats chiefly to 
the commercial! distress and the enforced idle- 
ness of labor, for which the Democratic party 
was held responsible, although according to 
him i¢ was innocent of them. He claims that the 
panic at its outset was exclusively a financial 
one, and that the ** tariff scare ’’ was an after- 
thought. While admitting that the Sherman 
law had its share in the creation.of the panic 
he believes it would have come anyway. He 
has faith in the theory of the periodicity of 
commercial crises. 

According to Mr. Wilson— 


The Sherman law unsettled our eusrence, the 
McKinley law bottled up American industry, co- 
lossal permanent appropriations hardened the 
struggle for existence. Such is the situation te 
which the Democratic party succeeded, and for 
whose terrible stress it must for awhile suffer 
blind popular discontent, although in nowise 
responsible for it. Under such circumstances 
even the lightening of burdens and the freeing of 
industry may be made to appear as public dan- 


gers. 
How a tariff bill which is reducing wages 


and closing factories is to lighten burdens and 
free industry, or how intelligent people can 
do otherwise than regard it as a danger, Mr. 
Wilson does not explain. 

He is of the opinion also that the delay in re- 
pealing the Sherman law cost the Democrats 
some votes, but he claims illogically thatif Mr. 
Harrison had dealt with the silver question as 
firmly as Mr. Cleveland has. done there would 
have been no Sherman law to repeal. What 
President Harrison did or did not do does 
not change the fact that the Congressional 
votes and debates on the repeal bill showed 
the financial unsoundness of a powerful ele- 
ment of the Democracy and the inability 
of that organization to pass a measure in- 
sisted on by its own President without the 
aid of Republican votes. It has been shown 
that governing is not the forte of the Demo- 
cratic party. Had Harrison been reélected 
in 1892 there would have been no panic. He 
would not have dailied with the situation as 
Cleveland did. Mr. Wilson thinks, too, that 
the disappointed officeseekers had something 
to do with the result of the elections. That is 
a plea which the beaten party always makes. 

Mr. Springer takes somewhat the same 
ground as Mr. Wilson. He thinks the Demo. 
crats got the worst of it last month because 
‘*hard times are always charged to the party 
in power whether that party is responsible for 
such times or not.’’ He thinks that the finan- 
cial depression which culminated in the mon- 
etary crisis of last summér was due to the 
fears of the evil consequences of the continu- 
ation of the silver purchases. Congress was 
called together to repeal a law which the 
whole business world believed was mischiev- 
ous. Congress was slow in acting—that 
is, the Democrats were—the patience of 
those who were anxious for repeal 
became exhausted, “‘and they determined, 
with nearly the entiré business interests of 
the country depressed, to rebuke the Demo- 
cratic party for failing to pass in a reason- 
able time the repeal bill.”” Mr. Springer is 
of the opinion also that some Democrats were 
dissatisfied because the Republican officehold- 
ers were not turned out more promptly. 

Being of an optimistic turn of mind, he 
thinks that as soon as the tariff bill is passed 
industry will revive and labor wiil be better 
rewarded than ever before. Mr. Wilson also 
takes the same cheerful tiew of the case, and 
asserts that the workingman will find his 
tariff bill “‘a healing draught.’”’ When they 
meet their constituents next year ae! will 
not talk so brashly, 


LIFE AND A CREATOR. 

The materialistic claim that all the phenom- 
ena of living things are explained readily by 
reference to purely physical forces has met 
with assent by some and bitter denial by 
others, the latter being much the more numer- 
ous. These occupy extreme positions, with 
few in the middle ground between them, un- 
less those who are indifferentto the matter 
may be classed as medignts. On the one side 


' “the reign of adamantine and unalterable 


law ” is insisted on, and alleged * mistakes of 
nature ” cited as proving the absence of intel- 
ligent creative act. On the other there is 
some admiration of the argument of design, 
stated by Paley, but the principal appeal is to 
revelation. It is held that the Bible tells us of 
a Creator and justifies denunciation of ail who 


f organic 
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er that ammonium cyanate can be trans- 
formed artificially inte urea “ virtually gave 
the death-blow to the notion that the opera- 
tions which are concerned in the formation of 
the chemical products of the organic world 
are fundamentally different from those 
which take plave in the inorganic world.” 
By demonstrating that urea cah be made 
synthetically by ordinary laboratory processes 
and from substances inorganic in their origin, 
Wohler isalleged to have proved that vital 
force is only another name for chemucel ac- 
tion, and that an animal is nothing more than 
a laboratory in which a multitude of chemical 
changes similar to those which occur in our 
test-tubes and controlled by essentially the 
same conditions continually is taking place. 
This position is attacked by the (Philadel- 
phia) Medical News as not only unsound but 
suicidal, That is, it disproves itself, ‘‘ The facts 
knock the theory into infinite and utter smith- 
ereens.” For it cannot be denied that the 
glorious synthetic chemist, in making these 
few poor end-products of vital kataboligm, 
was possessed of and did verily exercise mar- 
velous intelligence in his work. And the log- 
ical conclusion from this should be that to 
make the amazingly complex anabolic prod- 
ucts of living tissues “requires a wee bit of 


intelligence also.” To the ordinary unscien- . 
tific observer the argument which is designed. 


to degrade all vital processes to the level of 
mechanical forces really seems to demand of 
the creator of living tissues of astounding and 
unimagined complexity a proportioned infellt- 
gence of awful and unfathomable degree, If 
the chemist should shcceed in makimg proto- 
plasm synthetically our admiration of bim 
would be profound. If he should make arti- 
ficially a ganglionic center, a whole nervous 
system, or a living organisin even of a low 
order the veneration for him would be fimit- 
less. But there is a chemist who makes pro- 
toplasin easily and fills the carth with a mill- 
ion varieties of palpitant beautiful organisms. 
The oid name for that wonderful chemist was 
God. Caught in the crux of the illogical ab- 
surdity here suggested the scientist has 
found himself in an unenviable predicament. 
If thought and consciousness are the 
products solely of molecular changes in the 
brain, then right and wrong and freedom and 


religion disappear in the exceptionless laws of 


the conservation of energy and of rigid neces- 
sity. 

Following the statement of this line of 
thought the News makes several quotations 
from well-known medical authors to show 
that the science they expound is the first to 
break through the unscientific dogniatism 
whieh assuines that the living and the non- 
living being are one, and that the facta of 
vital action are to be explained by physics 
and chemistry. One of these citationsis from 
a lecture by Prof. Lionel Beale of King’s 
College, London: *‘ So far from any such life, 
properties, or powers having been proved to 
exist in any non-living matter whatever the 
direct contrary remains true, at least up to 


this very day ; and the advocates of the unity of | 


life and non-life have been driven to take 
refuge in the furtherassertion that the tend- 
ency of thought of the time is in the direction 
they indicate. But tendencies ¢ are not scien- 
tifi C. ” 

It should be observed that all this is far 
stronger than any mere protest against the 
atheistic materialism which its leading . ex- 
ponents claim to be commending itself more 
and more each year to the common sense of 
educated thinkers. It strikes at the assump- 
tion as untrue, not being in harmony with 
known facts or accepted principles of logic. 
And this theological support from the medical 
schools should be all the more welcome, as 
the class furnishing it was for many ages 
frowned on by the churches as: having no 
theological right to exist. 


A FRENCHMAN ON THE FAIR, 

The leading article in the Paris Journal des 
Chambres de Commerce of Nov. 25 is from 
the pen of M. Léon Tinseau, a well-known 
French writer and critic. His subject is the 
World’s Fair at Chicago, and his remarks are 
highly complimentary to the city and the 
management of the Columbian Exposition, of 
which he appears to have made an extended 
study during his visit last summer. He says 
the general impression among Parisians, as 


’ late as the close of May, was that the Fair was 


doomed to be a failure. This is easily ac- 
counted for. The French press had preserved 
a deathlike silence concerning it, and certain 
echoes of a fraction of the American 
press recently established in France. 
were indifferent or hostile. The choice 
of Chicago as the site for the 
Fair had displeased its rival on the At- 
lantic seaboard, and down to the close of the 
Exposition more or less of acrimony Was 
shown by certain journals in the United 
States. Under such circumstances it needed 
some courage to undertake the long ocean 
and rail journey from France to Chicago, and 
no wonder that it was made by so few French- 
en OF attendance from their country being 
sma 

But on arrival here M. Tinseau was charmed 
with what he saw. With delight he surveyed 
the White City, its magnificent buildings, its 
imposing Peristyle with its colossal statues, 
the fountains, the lagoons, the courts, the 
bridges, and Wooded Island. The area de- 
voted to the Fair was three times as great as 
that of the latest Expesition at Paris, and tile 
structures thereon are described as 
immense, in ground plan, altitade,. and 
contents. Particularly he admired the 
two great Departments of Electricity and 
Transportation, and says it was a felicitous 
idea to group in the latter all the various ap- 
pliances which are the agencies of commerce 
and travel, He regarded the visit of the cara- 
vela of Columbus asa delicate homage paid 
by the Old World to the New. “ Never has 
Columbus appeared greater than in the pres- 
ence of these nutshells in which four hundred 
years ago he set out to explore the ferrible 
mysteries of the ocean.”’ 

The writer seems to have visited each of the 
“‘ fifty-six various buildings constructed by 
the different nations of the globe,”’ and found 
inthem much toadmire. “Some of them 


} are majestic and picturesque, those of Ger. 


many, Britain, and Sweden for example,” 
He is not invidious -enough to dis.

did not contribute many visitors to thé Fair 
it was entitled to rank high in the matter of

In addition 
to the incentives to crime furnished by the 
destitute situation of many persons, it isto be 
remembered that there are many professional 
criminals still in the city who were attracted 
here by the World’s Fair, who reaped a har. 
vest during the Fair period through police 
neglect, and who still find Chicagoa favorable 
place for their nefarious business. It also 
would be unfair to assume that there is more 
of this class of crime here than elsewhere, 


There is not a large city in the country where 


the professional and unprofessional classes of 
criminals are not just as busy as they are 
here, and in every one of these cities the con. 
dition of things will continue through the 
present winter. |

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of the sacred story, assumingin expiation their 
role in the great catastrophe of blood and tears. 
In their midst we see the Jesus of the entrance 
to Jérusalem. During the last several years I 
have seen him twice, clothed in his blue robe, his 
hair curled and falling to his shoulders, his 
hand raised in the act of blessing the assembled 
multitude. The same man always has within 
my recollection assumed this role, and, if I re- 
member right, he is tne sacristan of the Church 
of St. Walburg Long accustomed to assume this 
role he has acquired the air of gentle gravity 


which belonged to the divine character 
hé impersonates, and for three hours 
be consecrates himself to his part 


as he “ enters Jerusalom "’ upon an ass. sitting as 
motionJess as a statue, without a wrinkle upon 
his brow, without the least unsteadiness in his 
outstretched hand, or the smallest contraction of 
thie pupila of the eye. After thishe appeared in 
the dreadful role of Christ, *‘ the despised and re- 
jected of men,’’ carrying the cross, his feet bare, 
and wretchedly clad in garments of the coarsest 
texture, begrimed with dust and blood, wnder the 
terrors of death. From time to time he stops, 
panting for breath, his strength well-nigh ex- 
hausted, to‘find such rest as he can by leaning his 
shoulder upon the cross. Now he falls upon his 
knees, and you can just see through his long di- 
sheveled hair his poor face dripping with perspi- 
ration and distorted with agony. The guards, 
striking the earth with their spears, tell him he 
must move on, and the man rises, struggles as in 
a death grapple, equaling in appearance at least 
the sufferings of the tortured Savior, having his 
arms torn and bleeding, the sores of his feet 
dripping with blood. Death has come to one of 
the players of this part in the Passion as a result 
of his almost superhuman undertaking.

* It is not, as clearly will be seen, the mere 
diversion of those who have studied a part and 
go through it mechanically, without fire, without 
expression, as is the case with the actors at Ober- 
ammergau. It is something much more pro- 
fqund in its character. Back through the cent- 
uries humanity is carried and brought face to 
face with the Martyr-Savior. Imposed upon it 
are the torments which preceded the crucifixion, 
and it bathes itselfin tears and blood. Under 
the spell of the moment one feels himself in con- 
tact with the very soul of the bygone age of 
simplicity and religious fervor. 

* 

* * 

The Furnes procession is then, indeed, a 
mystery in a double sense, sacred and profane, 
since it is the passion of a God, and since men 
undertake to enact it to their own grievous suffer- 
ing and sometimes even to their death. One could 
have seen this procession any year, with now and 
then an intermission, for five centuries. 
It is in commemoration, in the first place, 
of the procession of the Holy Cross, in which a 


T piece of the veritable cross, brought from Con- 


stantinople by Robert. Count of Flanders, was 
solemnly borne before the people. In 1445 it 
was what we might call a finished performance, 
the whole Passion being played by the Chambres 
de Rhetorique of the country en grand appareil. 
But the Passion by itself, in the prevailing taste 
for tinsel and decoration, soon ceased to satisfy 
thé éravings of the people, and to it other mys- 
teries were added, la Legende et le Mystére de 
Tobie, le Martyre de Saint Sebastien, le Jeu des 
vivants et des morts, in which, at fixed intervals, 
skeletons were made to spring from their coffins 
by a mechanical device and defile before the 
spectators. Farce then, in the seventeenth cent- 
ury; corrupted for a short time the purity of 
pious tradition which had characterized the per- 

formance. A giant, spréfig from that great race 
of men of colossal steture who thrive on Flemish 
soil, the Goliath of his village, swaggered along 
puffed up with anger and with boastfulness, 
scoffed at by a dwarf in the réle of Dayid. The 
next day an enormous lay figure was delivered 
over to the people, then. decapitated, and left 
hanging yntil the following year in. the choir of 
the Church of St. Walburg. But a brotherhood 
is founded, La Sodalité du Sauveur Crucifié, 

which restores the mystery to its pristine purity, 
now tending toward a fiction of mythologies. A 
crime at this time, the sacrilege of two French 
soldiers, calls for public reparation. The pro- 
cession then, in expiation of the outrage, became 
peculiar in its character. The Passion, hitherto 
little more than a parade, becomes a solemn 
service of repentance and adoration. This isstill 
so at the end of two centuries—its actual signifi- 
cation, the Brotherhood of the Life and Death of 
Our Lord, by consenting to undergo bodily suf- 
fering, the most painful mortifications, to atone 
for the affront to heaven and at the sdme time 
do penance for their owe sins. 


* * 

In all these years nothing has changed ex- 
cept the men. The crosses, the lances, the sym- 
bols of the divine agony, all the accessories of 
the drama remain the same asin former times, 
and La Sodalité du Sauveur Crucifié, after so 
many incidents which have threatened to over- 
shadow the old faith, devotes itself to the work 
asif no revolution in ideas had taken place. ‘It 
is this brotherhood which assigns the parts, 
grants for life the privilege of filling the leading 
roles, distributes to the penitent the crosses and 
the burdens, by the bearing of which the con- 
science of the repentant sinner is relieved of its 
load of sin. 

The personnel of the procession is made up of 
the figurants and tho penitents, the first being 
recruited from the schools and the youth of the 
neighborhood ; the second are connected with the 
brotherhoods and the parochial congregations. 
Every post, high or low, is filled without pay, 
but all who participate are taken care of at pub- 
lic expense during the ceremonies, and such is 
the number of persons seeking for the privilege 
of bearing the crosses and of doing what may be 
called the drudgery (supporting the canopies 
and drawing the vehicles in use for the occasion) 
that only those who apply far in advan¢e can be 
accommodated

One is indeed in the presence of a soul-stir- 
ring religious action, a sacrament conspiring to 
give to a street show. the force and authority of 
a rite prescribed by the liturgy.

ber. ‘There is not one of these old abodes 
of the faith at Bruges, at Gand, at 
Antwerp, which would not compare favorably 
with many & museum inits collection of paint- 
ings, precious stones, and gold and silver plate.

Before each group is an angel to ex- 
plain its significance. His voice, high and 
musical, scans the Flemish syllables, rings out 
above the sound of the trampling feet of the 
otherwise silent multitude, and other voices are 
heard in the distance, further and ye@further of, 
in the solemn rhythm of the chants and - the 
drawl ofthe recitation. In the windows that 
line the street are seen lights of every kind, from 
the well-known triangular candlestick generally 
used in the Catholic churches, with their tall 
wax candles, to the stub which will hardly last 
to light its owner to bed. Onthe sidewalks are 
menon bended knees counting their rusaries, 
sobbing women, broken hearted and pale with 
adoration and pity for their suffermg Lord. 

The heartrending vision is past and now we be- 
hold Saint Veronica, the Holy Face imprinted 
upon her handkerchief. the sponge, the nails, 
and the lance, the Seven Parables; the sun is ob- 
scured and the Veil of the Temple is rent. Yon- 
der, behind thesPietas (representation of the dead 
Christ, attended by the Virgin Mary and groups 
of angels, we see the Holy Sepulcher, our Lady 
of the Seven Sorrows; and following in a cloud 
of smoke surrounded by torches and lantérns is 
the Resurrection; we see the chariots and hear 
the voices of angels exhorting the people to lead 
virtuous lives, and thousands of little stars 
on every hand, the wax lights and censers which 
glow in the darkness; barefooted penitents in 
long veils as if made ready for an auto-da-fé6, tout 
A la suite; les petits piéds des daines et des 
lourds orteils des servantes, stumbling, falling 
under the crosses. 

All at once asunin gold and precious stones 
shines out in the darkness, the symbol, indeed, of 
the Divine Presence, the Host being carried un- 
der a canopy surrounded by the clergy, the mem- 
bers 6f the brotherhood, and holy orders.

LAKE CAYUGA NEVER GIVES UPITS DEAD 


No Drowned Person Has Ever Been Recov- 
ered from Its Depths. 

New York Sun; “ If they succeed in recover- 
ing the bodies of Instructor Merriam and 
Miss Yeargin from the depths of Cayuga 
Lake by means of electricity, as I see they 
intend to try to do,” said a resident of this 
city who grewup on the shores of Cayuga 
Lake, ** it will be the first time in the his- 
tory of the lake that the body of any person 
drowned in its waters was ever seen again. 
I always had a liking for geological re- 
search, and indulged in it for many 
yeors in investigating the. bottom 
of Cayuga Lake. My experiments 
satisfied me that the bottom of the lake is a 
series of large openings and cavities, many of 
them crater-like. Some of. these are a hun- 
dred feet in diameter. These craterr, as I be- 
lieve them to be, lie at different dep tha, or, 
rather, their raised edges are of different 
heights. Their depths are fathomless. They 
have undoubtedly become the receptacles of 
the bodies of the hundreds of people who are 
known to have been drowned in the lake since 
that country was settled, and of the undoubt- 
ed thousands of people killed in the fierce 
battles that were frequently waged on the 
shores of the lake between hostile tribes of 
aboriginal warriors during the centuries pre- 
ceding the coming of the white Man. © — ° 

“ It was in Cayuga Lake that the fiendish 
murderer, Ruloff, lowered the bodies of his 
wife and child tnirty years ago after he had 
murdered them. The bodies were inclosed in 
a chest, as be confessed before he was hanged 
at Binghamton for another murder. 
weeks that were spent in dragging the lake for 
this chest was simply wasted, for it had sunk 
into the mouth of one of those bottomless 
openings, and, if itis not sinking yet, is still 
floating about in those mysterious depths. 

“Within half a century more than 100 per- 
sons have been drowned in Cayuga Lake, to 
recover the bodies of whom the grappling 
iron and drag were used industriously, but in 
vain. If it were possible for one to make the

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SHE HAS A HOME LIFE. 
DOMESTIO SPHERE AND DUTIES OF A 
SALVATION ARMY GIRL - 


They Are Environed by Many Regulations 
but Are Closely Allied in Principle to 
Those of Her More Worldly Sisters= 
Distinction Between the Cadet and the 
Field OfficerseHow the Girls Are Edu- 
cated Up to Outside Work—Qualifica- 
tions That Give Success. 


It is usual to think a Salvation Army girl 
‘has no home. She isso much in evidence in 
‘public and her work in the “ slums ”’ and on 
the streets has been so extensively portrayed 
‘that there has seemed’ little room for any 
phase of life behind these manifestations. 
Her individuality, moreover, has become so 
‘merged in that of the orderin which she is 
enlisted that it would seem useless to attempt 
to penetrate beyond in the search for a per- 
sonality.. She has a home life, however, with- 
in the limits of the army that is invested with a 
romantic interest inspired by the novel attitude 
she assumes before the world. It is a life full 
of duties, some homely, many lofty. It runs 
in a channel hedged in by rules and regula- 
tions and yet conforms in its basic principles 
to the life ‘of all true womanhood. It is 
shorn of most of the external attributes that 
are commonly considered adornments. It is 
simple, direct, and purposeful; yet graced by 
enough that is feminine to keep it close to the 
lines that environ her sisters of the world, 

To see her in her home and appreciate com- 
prehensively its character one must follow 
her through a typical day. 

The present divisional headquarters of the 
army in Chicago are at No. 558 West Madi- 
son street. The place was formerly the Prin- 
cess Opera-House, and few changes have been 
required to make it satisfactorily serve its 
present purpose. Capt. Gifford is in charge, 
or Command, to speak more technically, and 
the army movements throughout Minnesota, 
Wisconsin, and for thirty miles about Chica- 
go are und@g his supervision. 

Cadets and Field Officers. 

The girls who live here are divided up into 
two classes, field officers and cadets. There 
is little red tape attached to distinctions, just 
enough to make the work most effective. 
The cadet is the typical home girl, depend- 
ent chiefly on her inexperience or lack of 
ability or assurance to venture forth in the 
contest with the rough elements to which the 
order devotes its efforts. The cadet is tech- 
nically called a* garrison girl. To describe 
her duties the words of Mrs. Capt. Gale, who 
attended a reporter for Tue Trrsune through 
the establishment, can be mo explanatory. 

** The cadet. girl,’* says Mrs. Gale, ** rises at 
6:B0 o’clock in the morning on. ordinary 
days in response toa bugle call given by a 
Captain ora Brigadier. She dresses in si- 
lence, imposed by the rules, and presumably 
in prayer. At 6:55 another bugle call sum- 
mons all for general prayere, what would be 
family prayers, and for roll-call. Then all 
disperse for their separate duties of the day. 
’ duties are assigned by the Captain 
} and include in the line of housework, the 
usual domestic work in the kitchen, the pub- 
lie hall, and the sleeping apastments. The 
class of work assigned to each girl changes at 
fréquent intervals, so that each takes a turn 
at that which is the more arduous. The 
changes are generally made once a week. 

“ Breakfast is served from 7:30 to 8 
o'clock. Immediately after, two minutes are 
devoted to prayers. The next hour and a half the 
girls give to reading, practicing music, or such 
work as each may be personally interested in. 
Some learn to sing and play rapidly. During 
this time the working dress is changed for the 
uniform of the order. From 9:30 to 10 all 
aséemble again for religious exercises, which 
cohsist of prayer and reading the Bible. 
From 10 o’clock to noon the school exercises 
areheld. The time is devoted to study and 
recitations and the diting-room is made to 
serve the purposes of a schvol-room. The 
course of study varies with the special apti- 
tude of the student. Doctrine and discipline 
are taught all beginners, and some learn Ger- 
man and French and how to speak before an 
aiidience. The training also includes the 
study of how to read and dominate various 
chafacters, and tact generally in contact 
with the world. At noon the bugle again calls 
to dinner, which occupies another half hour. 
After dinner the girls retire to their rooms 
for individual Bible reading and prayer. They 
are required to be alone by regulation for 
one hour. 3 

General Work of the Day. 


“From 2 to 6 the general work of the day 
isdone. This is of a widely varying charac- 
ter and depends on the special needs that 
arise. Weare often asked to send cadets to 
viait hospitals, and indeed we seek the privi- 
lege of sending them there. There they per- 
form whatever offices seem best calculated to 
please the patient. Cadets spend much time, 
too, visiting sick families. As an instance of 
thé quality of work that comes under this 
head a woman living on Ogden avenue broke 
her arm and could not care for her house or 
her children for two weeks. Three cadets 
were detailed to care for her and her affairs 
as she might direct. 

“ The food that the cadets get is variable. 
It dépends entirely on what can be afforded. 
The money to supply the table comes from 
the sale of War Crys, the paper of our order. 
We have meat once a day only. For break- 
fast generally we have porridge or a cereal, 
oge®. bread and butter,and tea or milk. 

re are no regulations governing meals 
except that we are cautioned against using 
too much or too strong tea—feminine weak- 
ness again, you see. Cake, pies, and all pastry 
are used sparingly even when we could afford 
to indulge in thevn. ma 

** Supper is served at 6 o’clock a@ndafter it 
is finished the cadets are again given a half 
hour in which to be alone for prayer and prep- 
aration for the open-air service. This service 
is held from 7 to 8 and is followed by the in- 
door service from 8 to 10, with the details of 
which everybody is now familiar. At 10:30 
the regulations require that all lights should 
be out. 

Field Officers’ Routine. 

“ The field officers rise at 7 o’clock and are 
under no regulations duri the day, except 
to spend the time as profitably as possible. 
They always go in pairs—a Captain and Lieu- 
tehaht—and visit families and saloons and 
such other places as suggest themselves or to 
which they are direct to go. The regula- 
tions require that they shall devote eighteen 
hours at least each week to this form of visit- 
ing. When they visit saloons they sell War 
Crys, sing, and talk, and pray if the bartender 
makes no move to eject them. Sometimes 
they are put out *by force. The fact that we 
have made so many recruits. in places of this 
sort is the cause of our continuing a practice 
that to the uninitiated seems a useless ex- 
posure to abuse. 

**The cadets serve a three months’ appren- 
ticeship, after which, if y seem capable, 
they become Lieutenants and Captains and 
may be sent to separate corps, of which there 
aré sixteen in Chicago. re is another 
class of worker not included in the two gen- 
éral ones, because she is not bound by regula- 
tions. She is called the soldier. She lives in 
her own home and not at the garrison and 

ledges herself to do all she can, to do good 

n her daily life, to help support the army by 

mohiey, and to attend meetings. Out of this 
clase there are over 100 officers commissioned 
by Commander Booth to visit the sick and 
poor and go in _ brigades to saloons and 
brothels. 

**Cadets are closely watched during their 
termi in the training school and reports made 
on all the manifestations of their character 
that present themselves. For this og ore 
blanks are specially prepared which are filled 
out at stated intervals and sent to the general 
eens of the army in New York. The 
specifications which are reported on are first, 
‘spirituality. Under this head are stated 
whether the cadet appears to be godly, 
whether she has any tendency to frivolity, 
whether her personal character is satisfactory. 
whether any particular weakness has been 
discovered, and details as to her general de- 
portment. Under the head of discipline we 
report as to her .Salvation Army loyalty, 
whether she appears to be trustworthy 
whether she is punctual and systematic, an 
Whether she obeys cheerfully.

ER’S UNION PLOT. 
DESPERATE BLOW TO THE OONPED. 


Brilliantly 4anuea Revolt Results in 
. Fe Ba read Bridges and Giving 
ped is an Immense ScarewA Dozen 
o Conspirators Hanged=The Leader 
ae Escapes=Hardships of Parson Brown- 
low, Charged With Inciting the Trouble 

; Bs, His Knoxville “ Whig.” 
| WASHINGTON, D, C..)Dec. 8.—[Special Cor- 
respondence. ]—One of the most extraordinary 
events of the civil war, the official details of 
whieh soon for the first tinie will be published 
ina volume of rebellion records from the 
government printing house, was the outbreak 
in November, 1861, of the East Tennessee 
Unionists against the constituted Confederate 
me—a sort of rebellion within a rebellion, 
80.to speak. This startling uprising, so menac- 


| ing to Soufhern autonomy, took place six 


mouths after Tennessee had seceded formally 
from the Union. It culminated in the success 
of its main, object, the seizure and destruction 
of the railway bridges. but was guickly sup- 
pressed ere the Unionists were organized 
fairly and only resulted in the killing of a 
number of people by the troops and the capt- 
ure and execution of a dozen of the bridge- 
burners, 

Invidental to and following these events was 
the arrest and subsequent expatriation of Par- 
son Brownlow of Knoxville, one of the most 
conspicuous men in the country. Ina meas- 
ure Brownlow, through his newspaper teach. 
ings, had been the indirect -cause of the trou- 
ble and his arrest was a natural sequence of 
that episode. As editor of the Knoxville 
Whig he had long been the popular idol of 
the sturdy Whig mountaineers of: East Ten- 
nessee. With Andrew Johnson, MHorace 
Maynard, and Emerson Etheridge Brownlow 
had fought secession step by step. His. sec- 
tion of the State supported the Union by a 
majority of many thousands when the ordi- 
nance of secession was ‘submitted to a popu- 
lar Vote June 8,1861 ; and Brownlow remained 
an avowed Union man long after the war was 
in full progress. During the summer of 1861 


| he, was a constant menace ahd source of 


anxiety to the Confederate leaders at Rich- 
mond and Nashville. 

Brownlow, indeed, wielded "great influence 
through his newspaper. which he edited with 
ability and courage. Months after Johnson, 
Maynard, and Etheridge had becn compelled 
to flee the State Parson Brownlow remained 
steadiastiy at hishome in Knoxville, which 
already had fallen under Confederate military 
sway. But surrounded as he was by a popu- 
lation intensely devoted to his political views, 
and thousands of whom he counted his per- 
sonal friends, the Confederate local and gen- 
eral thorities found themselves at a loss 
how té deal successfully with the incorrigible 
editor of the Whig. 

Arrested for Alleged Treason. 

There is no doubt that at the last Brownlow 
was in constant danger of violence, perhaps 
even of assassination. But, notwithstanding 
every danger, from week .to week the old 
Knoxville Whig continued to issue, filled 
with most damaging attacks upon the seces- 
| sion leaders and their cause, until Oct,26,1861, 
in which number a characteristic editorial 
rescript appeared announcing its future dis- 
continuance, on the ground that its editor's 
indictment and arrest for treason had been 
determined on at Nashville, and asserting 


war on the United States Govern nent, ~~ 
Brownlow did not construe to be treason, eve 


in Tennessee. 
But his teachi had borne their fruit. 
Sept. 30, 1861, an t Tennessee Unionist, 


Gen. George H. Thomas, commandi at 
Camp Dick Robinson, Ky., to enter st 
Tennessee ‘secretly organize a force of 
Unionist partisans for the capture and hold- 
~~ or failing in that the destruction of the 
railway jines traversing that region, as a di- 
version to the Federal invasion then meditat- 
ed, Careful as he was Thomas saw military 
results in the scheine, if properly pursued ; he 
advised Carter to visit Washington to secure 
the necessary funds for the prosecution of the 
design. Thomas also advised the General-in- 
Chiei, McClellan, to assist the Tennesseean 
as far as possible. 

Carter appears to have been an able and 
energetic man, peculiarly adapted for such 
work, He readily convinced the Washington 
authorities of its entire feasibility, and had 
no difficulty in securing means to Carry out 
his desperate undertaking. Returning quick- 
ly he entered 
operations, 

As early as Oct. 22, within three weeks of 
the date when he first broached the scheme to 
Gen. Thomas, he reported to- that officer 
from near Montgomery, ** within six miles of 
a company of rebel cavalry,”” and asked for 
as ** much lead, rifle powder, and caps’”’ as 
his messengers, ‘“‘who could be trusted,’’ 
eould bring. Oct. 27 he was at Kingston, 
the heart of East Tennessee, whence he 
wrote Thomas, who took a deep interest in 
his movements, he had not yet obtained suf- 
ficient information to decide finally on his 
course, but asserting his unalterable purpose 
ae make a desperate attempt to destroy all 

bridges,”’ adding, “ I firmly believe I will 
be successful.”’ 
Begs Thomas for Help. 


Carter found among the people a disap- 
pointing deficiency in arms. He begged of 
Thomas to “ hasten to our help, as we are 
about to create a great diversion.”” Thomas, 
inclosing Carter’s letters to Gen, Sherman

fect willin ess to undertake the seizure of 
the East Tenneuees railroads with the 2 of 
four additional disciplined regiments.

| The wrote Gov. Andrew Johnson, then at 


London, Ky., urgi such an advance, that 
he had ** done all in his power to get troops 
and means to advance into East Tennessee.”’ 

While thus looking with hope toward the 
Federal army Carter did not let the grass 
grow under his feet. Within two weeks he suc- 
cessfully had mobilized several trustworthy 
parties of Unionists at the available points for 
striking. . The bridges aimed at were remote 
from each other, the extreme points being up- 
ward of 200 miles apart. Several of these 
hridges were defended by armed men, and all 
were watched. The plan was to attack and 
destroy them simultaneously. The great dif- 
ficulties attending so sweeping a‘project will 
be understood readily. 

But nothing daunted Carter. He rode from 
point to point disguised as a contractor—on 
trains sometimes in the midst of Confederate 
troops en route to the front, setting on foot 
the necessary measures, drilling his coadju- 
tors in their several parts, collecting arms and 
ammunition for the men and material 
for the conflagration, such as _ tarred 
ropes and other equally combustible

He vehemently denied all knowl of the 
conspiracy, and no scintilla of evidence, it 
seems, was produced to show he knew aught 
of the portending catastrophe, 

Nevertheless, ominous signs compelled 
Brownlow to go into hiding among friends in 
the mountains. Still his influence was so for- 
midable the Confederate Government was de- 
sirous exceedingly to be rid of him on almost 
any terms. It hardly dared the unwisdom of 
aanemns him, although there were a pumber 
of hotheads to urge even that extremity. 
Brownlow finally sent in word to the military 
coinmander, Gen, George B. Crittenden, 
through his’ son, Johu B. Brownlow, of his 
desire to ** do what the devil had never done— 
leave the Southern Confederacy.’’ Thereupon 
Secretary Benjamin authorized the military 
to pass the old Unionist through the lines, 
saying he would “be glad to learn thata 
Brownlow had left Tennessee.”’ 

Discharged from Civil Arrest, 

On this vague undefstanding Brownlow left 
his hiding place and came into Knoxville, He 
was engaged. busily in preparations to depart 
the country when. he was arrestéd ona civil 
warrant for treason and thrown ifto jail. The 
ground of the charge was his newspaper edi- 
torial wherein he had counseled the destruc- 
tion of the railroads in East Tennessee in re- 
taliation for rebel out on Unionists. He 
lay in & crowded and filthy jail four weeks, 
only expecting to leave it for the scaffold. 
Finally on the representations of Crittenden, 
who appears to have been anamiable man, 
that the honor and good faith of the govern- 
“ment were at stake, Brownlow was discharged 
from civil arrest into the custody of the mili- 
tary. | 

He was thenceforth permitted to remain at 
his own home, bunt under constant guard, 
though suffering from a severe illness from 
the effects of his hardships. Negotiations for 
his departure were carried on until March 2, 
1862, when the Secretary of War directed the 
Knoxville commandant to send him out of 
the Confederacy by the miost available route. 
Meanwhile Grant had captured Donelson and 
Nashville had been occupied’ by the Union 
army, 0 the proposed journey for the broken 
man was not a long one, 

After days of tedious detention on the route 
March 15 Parson Brownlow was delivered to 
the Federal picket line on the Nolensville 
pike. near Nashville. : He was received by the 
Yankees with every mark of respect. He 
found his old confreres already established at 
Nashville. Andrew Johnson as Military Gov- 
ernor, Horace Maynard, and Emerson Ether- 
_idge. They were engaged inthe congenial 
task of organizing a Union State Government, 
Gov.‘Harris having gone South with the Con- 
federate army, hoping for better times. 
Under the circumstances it must have been a 
happy, as it was certainly ‘a most Striking, re- 
union. Doubtless Parson Brownlow had 
num berless pees suggestions ready for 
the treatment of “rebels.” He braced up 
sufficiently to make a speech from a hotel bal- 
cony before leaving Nashville, which he 
wound up with the sentiment: 

‘Grape for rebel masses, hemp for 
their leaders.” 

The Hero of the Hour, 

Parson Brownlow was the hero of the hour. 
Passing on north be visited all the principal 
cities and was received with public honors and 
great acclaim everywhere. He delivered 
many addresses, always bitterly denouncin 
the ** cotton States’ rebellion,” as he term 
it, and predicting Union success. He tem- 
porarily fixed his abode at Philadelphia and 
entered upon the rapid preparation of a small 
volume for the — setting forth. his advent- 
ures in the Confederacy, published by George 
W. Childs. It is said over 100,000 copies of 
this book were sold. Shortly after Brown- 
low’s departure his entire family was also or- 
dered out of the cotintry by the Confederate 
Government, the example of their presence 
doubtless being considered dangerous. . They 
departed by way of Richmond and Norfolk, 
joining the parson at Philadelphia, where they 
were sent by Gen. Waol., The families of 
Johnson, Maynard, and Carter were ordered 
away about the same time for the same rea- 


sons. 

Brownlow lived to see his faith in the 
strength of the Union -vindicated and to 
garner much honor from its «suecess. The 
war that swept, Gov. Harris, David M. Currin, 
William G. Swan, William M. Sneed, and the 
other secession leaders out of power brought 
Andrew Johnson, Brownlow, rd, and 
Etheridge at onee to the front as the Repub- 
lican leaders of Tennessee. Lincoln’s mur- 
der made J President; Brownlow was 
elected Govérnor twice, and subsequently to 
the United States Senate. But.in time, . an- 
other political reaction set in and again 
Tennessee fell under the sway of this same 
ra ge and his na ye who so success- 

y antagonized wnlow and the 
others in 1861, _

WHEN HE HAD NO MONEY. 


The Great French Novelist Mastérs a Hard 
Fight with Poverty and Achieves a Dis- 
tinctive Position in the Literary World 
-—Journalism He Considers a Transitory 
Stage for a Man of Letters=Sherard De- 
seribes the Author's Daily Life — His 
faith in Striking Names. 

New Yours, Dec. 7.—(Special Corre- 
spondence, }|—It is not often that a man, un- 
less he be a Presidential candidate, has his 
life written during his lifetime. Such a fate 
has befallen Emile Zola; but then, M. Zola, 
though he has never stood for political office, 
has been up for election often, and been 
defeated, though the goal of his ambition was 
a literary and nat a political one. Of course, 
numberlese short sketches of his life have 
been published, and perhaps no writer has 
been more discussed and criticised than. he, 
but itremained for Mr. R. H. Sherard, an 
American, I believe, to elevate him to the 
dignity of a book and a big book at that. 

It is interesting reading, for Zola is an inter- 
esting man. He writes with a style that any 
one may envy, but alas! the choice of his sub- 
ject is not always what one could wish. In 
** The Dream ” and * The Downfall,” already 
published, both style and subject have been all 
that one could desire, and it is said that his 
forthcoming story, ‘ Lourdes,” is permeated 
witn a deep religious feeling. 

» Now that Zola is on the top wave of success 
it is hard to believe that there was ever a time 
when his stories were neglected and that he 
who lives on the fat of the land was ever starv- 
ing ina garret. Butsoit was. Heis not the 
first French author who has had that cruel 
fate in his early days, and painful as it must 
have been at the time it really seems as though 
there was something talismanic about it, for 
most of the popular authors have gone through 
that experience, 

Biography in Popular Style. 

Mr. Sherard’s work is journalistic rather 
than literary, but that does not affect its in- 
terest. Indeed, I think that it makes it more 
interesting; certainly it is more entertaining 
than tho the story were told in a plodding 
and less picturesque style. 

Mr. Sherard's criticisms, however, are not 
very valuable. He may be excused for his 
lack of critical quality in the circumstances. 
One would scarcely like to criticise an author 
he had been applying the interviewer's pump 
to with such success. Not wry d did he get 
everything out of M. Zola that he could, but 
he interviewed his friends as well, and left nos 
eer unturned to make his biography com- 

ete. 

. Those persons who ery «8 Zola only by his 

earliest novels fancy that he has always led a 

wild and dissipated life, when in truth his 
youth was one of struggle and privation, and 
his later years those of a thoroughly retiring 

and domestic man. 

Zola’s father died when he was 7 years old, 
and his mcther had all she could do to give 
him an education. He was nota brilliant 
scholar. He failed in everything but compo- 
sition. In that he was counted clever. 

Before he was quite 20 years of age he set 
about earning his living. A friend of the 
family procured him a place in a business 
house, where he worked hard for about $12 a 
month. After two months of drudgery, and 
seeing no chance of betterment, he threw up 
his position, preferring to starve in the pur- 
suit of Jiterature than to come within an ace 
of it while doing uncongenial work. This was 
toward ‘the middle of 1860. Then began a life 
of wretchedness and want. “‘A pennyworth 
of bread was his usual ordinary; he consid- 
ered himself quite rich when he could add to 
it a pennyworth of pork,” says Mr. Sherard. 

Working Amid Poverty. 


‘* He drifted to that last refuge from home- 
lessness—the hotel borgne, or lowest class of 
hotel. The hotel, now no longer existent, ° 
was in the Rue Soufflot, and was tenanted by 
the most raffish of students and the lowest of 
female outcasts. Raids by the police were of 
almost nightly occurrence, and a very inferno 
it must have been to this sensitive and retir- 
ing youth to live amidst scenes of the lowest 
debauchery, One will remember his descrip- 
tion of a police raid on just such a hotel in 
one of the chapters of ‘ Nana.’ 

‘* But while living thus in the most miser- 
able circumstances, cooped up in a squalid 
room with the riot of druakenness in his ears 
and the stench of vice in his nostrils, with 
starvation and the street as the only refuge 
hanging over his head, the young man con- 
tinued to work with dogged energy and with 
a high ambition. A great poetical scheme was 
at that time in his head—a poetical trilogy 
which was to be entitled * La Genese,’ and 
which, in three poems, was to relate with 
scientific aceuracy first, the creation or birth 
of the world; second, the history of man from 
the beginning to the present day; and, third, 
the future of man, showing the successive 
stages by which he should eventually reach to 
heaven.” cs 2 . 

After six months of this misery he was res- 
cued by a friend. who got hhim a position as 
bookpacker in. the house of Hachette at a 
salary of $5 a week. This was munificence. 
He worked herd all day at manual labor and 
wrote at night, not poetry—he had passed that 
period—but prose. 

He offered what he wrote to Mr. Hachette, 
who *‘did not see his way clear’’ to publishing 
it, but the tireless author found a publisher 
and fame soon followed, He was abused by 
some erities and praised by others, while the 
public stood by and read his works. 

Zola has never been particularly elated by 
his success. The spirit was almost crushed 
out of him when it came. 

A Man of Few Friends. 


‘It is not astonishing,” says Mr. Sherard, 
‘‘that, asa young man, Zola made so few 
friends. He is at one and the same time the 
most sympathetic and the least sympathetic of 
men, There is certainly no better heart in man’s 
bosom than beats in his, and yet, be it fromm 
diffidence or from melancholy, or because his 
sense of the debt of sympathy he has to pay 
to humanity in general makes him reluctant 
to pay it out in drivlets to individuals, his 
manner, even to those who have known him a 
long time, is a distant one. Often just when 
it may be thought that the ice has been 
broken and that the reserve has been over- 
come, Zola will suddenly pull himself to- 
gether and by his manner make it clearly un- 
derstood that it was only by temporary for- 
getfulness that he neglected to keep his dis- 
tance. Withal, he is the most obliging of 
men. 

‘“‘It seems strange that so clever a man as 
Taine, than whom, perha no better con- 
noisseur of man and of human talent ever 
lived, should have failed to recognize in the 
young employé at Hachette’s somebody who 
was destined to higher things than the writing 
and checking of advertisements ina publish- 
er’s office. And it is stranger still that hav- 
ing known Zola under these circumstances 
and having thus been a witness of the tre. 
mendous fight which Zola fought ere he 
reached the pinuacle of success o1 which he 
now stands, Taine should have been, even to 
his last hour, so unsympathetic towafd a 
man whose heroic courage should certainly 
have commanded his respect, even if his 
work did not command his approval. It 
was certainly ‘to Taine’s influence that 
Zola’s repeated defeats at the elections of the 
French Academy were due. Taine would 
not hear of Zola’s candidature, 
posed it in every way in his power.” 

M. Zola has lived for an ideal, and has stuck 
to it when it came very near swamping hit. 
He lives for his family and in his work. Th.s 
is his “ literary method ”’ 

Has Literary Methods, 

“* His daily task,”’ so far as his novel writing 
is concerned, has been four pages of print 
of the Charpentier form of volume daily, and 
he has never done more nor less, laying down 
the pen the moment that this amount has been 
produced, no matter whether he may be in 
the midst of a sentence. His plan-is so clear 
in his head that he can resume his work on 
the following morning without having to read 
over anything of what precedes. He is a slow 
writer and seems to have difficulty in the mere 
mechanical operation of penmanship.

While at work upon “ Pot-Bouille” M. 
Zola wrote this interesting letter: 

I continue to work in a good state of mental 
‘equilibrium. My novel is certainly only a task 
reguir precision and clearness. No bravura, 
not the least lyrical treat. It does not give me 
any warm satisfactions, but .it amuses me like a 
piece of mechanism with a thousand wheels, of 
which it is my duty to regulate the movement 
with the most minute care. I ask myself this 
question: Is it good policy, when one feels that 
one has passion in one,tocheck itor even to 
bridle it? Ifone of my books is destined to be- 
come immortal, it will, lam sure, be the most 
passionate one. Well, well!—one must chan 
one’s tune and try one’s hand at all things. All 
this is mere self-examination for, I repeat, I am 
very well satisfied with ‘ Pot-Bouille,” which I 
call my “ Sentimental Education.” 

Zola in Journalism. 


Zola’s life as a literary man would not have 
been complete had he not at one time been in 
journalism. His first success was made on 
L’ Evenement, edited by the great Villemessant 
and finally merged by him into the Figaro. 
Zola wrote book notes and gossip, and was 
fe $100 a month—a princely fortune to 

m. 

Then he wrote art criticisms, and cut and 
slashed unmercifully. What he wrote at- 
tracted attention, but it made enemies for the 
paper, and M. de Villemessant determined to 
let the daring young writer go. At the end of 
thirteen years he.returned with flying colors, 
' Just after leaving the employ of M. de Ville- 
messant he wasin a bad way again  finan- 
cially, and the wolf stood inside the door. It 
was that he accepted an offer to write 
‘* Les Mysteres de Marseille,”’ a book that his 
friends decry and his enemies use as a club to 
belabor him with, It was that or starve, and 
as he knew what starving meant he accepted 
the offer to: write it. 

Mr. Sherard tells us that Zola is and always 
has been the most moral of men, end that all 
the details of immorality that appear in his 
stories are from second-hand information. He 
has friends who are not ascetics, and from 
these he learns the wickedness of the world, 
and Mr. Sherard says that in his devotion to 
realism he made some investigations on hia 
own account, particularily when writing | a very sim ' 
‘* Nana.” tions of any kind a strict 

There was, however, a good deal of unpleas- 
ant collecting of facts done by his friends. To 
one he wrote for particulars necessary in de- 
scribing the deathbed of Gervaise’s daughter. 

“IT have received your book on smallpox. 
Evidently that will be enough for my pur- 
pose. I will invent the death mask by a com- 
parison of the various documents. Iam very 
much tempted to make it black smallpox, 
which, in point of horror, is the most original. 
Only I will confess that if you could manage 
to see a corpse of a peraon who died of this 
disease without ag too much trouble—I 
say, this is a nice little job!—you would 
oblige me greatly. In that way I, should not 
have to invent anything—I should have a real 
death mask. Be sure to dwellat length on 
the state of the eyes, of the nose, and of the 
mouth, to give me a precise and geographical 
chart in which I should only take, of course, 
what I need,” 

After reading this book no one can accuse 
Zola of carelessness in writing his novels. He 
labors over them as hard as4 careful historian 
might labor in writimg history. Even the 
names of his characters are thought out with 

reat pains. Speaking to Mr. Sherard on 
this subject he said: 

Value of Striking Names. 

‘*T may say thatI havea great faith in 
names, that I consider the author's choice in 
this matter a science. I myself often spend

barren hills or tangled swamps almost too 
dense or too wild for human habitation.

scurry away under cover of bushes 
and trees, taking wing only when a sufficient 
distance has been gained to obviate all —

stands his ground, perhaps, but a few seconds. 

when he follows. as if by prearrangement. the 
exact course taken by his comrades. Some- 

times this brief delay costs him his life, but 
in the majority of cases, as all hunters know 
too well, the whole flock escapes and most 
frequently before the hunter is even aware: of 
its recent presence, until] he discoversthe great 
trucks in snow or when his dog catches their 
scent. Sometimes they are ‘‘still-hunted”’ at 
night and murdered on the roost. Few hunters 
ever can beast of having seen a turkey before 
being themselves first discovered. 

Having grown tired of the squirrel paooting 
and the less successful chase of the deer tha 
seemed to invite or defy death by frequenting 
the thickets within’ sight of the house, I de- 
cided to try my fortune after turkeys. They 
had been seen in smail numbers some dis- 
tance farther into the wilds of the mountains 
near ** Uncle Cal Gibson’s”’ place. The six 
miles of mountain-road leading to the Gtbdson 
place was traversed successfully with the aid 
of a rather unwilling and opecoloar deliber- 
ate and thoughtful mule. It was a long six 
miles, The road was devious and pee art 
turning back on itself at one moment only to 
plunge more boldly forward in the next. In 
color it rivaled even the fall attire of the hills. 
On the levels it was of a dazzling whiteness. 
but at pcints of descent alternately it was red 
and gray. At one point it crossed a wide black 
band of unmined coal, and a little farther on 
the roadbed was blood-red for several rods 
with the outcroppings of rich iron ore. 

The Gibson place is one of the most preten- 
tious in size of any in the mountains. uring 
the war it was a famous “tavern” and 
sheltered every traveler of importance in that 
section for many years. 

“Old Gen. Jackson stopped here once,” 
said ** Uncle Cal,’”’ at the supper table, * and 
he sit in that very cheer whar ye are now. 
No, I don’t know whar he was going or whar 
he cum from. Iain’tno hand to ask ques- 
tions no how.” 

The evening meal over we smoked native 
tobacco in cob pipes beside the open fire of 
hickory logs and grew sleepy while listen- 
ing to the old man’s tales of his long life in 
the hills. He told of Grassy Cove, a few miles 
away, where he spent his boyhood days eighty 
years ago. Grassy Cove is a level garden 
spot among the hills. It is seven miles lon 
anda mile wide, 
of mountains towering a thousand feet above 
the valley. The only drainage is a stream 
which cuts the valley in half, then disappears 
beneath the mountain, reappears ten 
miles away on the other side of the range. The 
underground passage never has been ex. 
plored, though live water fowl have passed 
through in safety. 

“Uncle Cal” told of his courtship and mar- 
riage to “Aunt Rachel” forty-seven years 
ago. He toid of “logging bees”’ and moon- 
shine whisky stories waa of oo with “ gov- 
ernment gaugers,”’ as he ed the revenue 
men. He spoke of the prosperous days be- 
fore the war, when hundreds of slaves were 
driven in droves past his door; when he ran an 
iron furnace and a sawmill, and sold barrels 
of whisky that he made himself.
